WILL BUILD BIGGER PLANTS. 


The most elaborate scheme for furnishing 
the people of Great Britain with American 
dressed beef that has ever been attempted 
has just been inaugurated by Armour & 
Co., the packers, in the form of a daily serv- 
foe of dressed beef shipments from New 
York to London. This service will furnish 
American beef to the English markets di- 
rect from refrigerator cars without the in- 
tervention of wholesale houses or special 


agents. 
Refrigerator space in vessels of several 


will be the immediate installation of three 
400-ton refrigerating machines. 

For several years the bulk of the fresh beef 
exporting business from Chicago to England 
has been in the hands of Nelson Morris & 
Co. and one or two other firms, the former; 
it is said,, doing the bulk of the exporting. 


Scheme Said to Be P. D. Armour’s. 

The plans for the new industry are said 
to be largely the product of P. D. Armour's 
resourceful brain, and it is also said that 
Mr. Armour first conceived the plan when 
he went to Europe one year ago and came 
back, declaring that England and Europe 
wanted all the American products they could 
get. 

Armour & Co. have had men in all the big 
English cities for years and to this extent 
have lines established. Up to this time 
London has been the dressed beef trade 
center and the market fluctuates wildly, as 
supplies happen to be excessive or below 
requirements. If the American plan of dis- 
tribution succeeds in Great Britain interior 
dealers will not have to depend on London, 
but practically will have supplies brought to 
their doors,

The Rev. Artemas J. Haynes, pastor of 
Plymouth Congregational Church, yesterday 
stated that the change which will be pro- 
posed this morning at the regular services 
to make the church a liberal one in every 
sense doubtless will be made.

Gunsaulus and myself leads me to believe 
that it will accept the change.

Reports collected by THe Tumor from 
various towns and cities, both within and 
without the 250-mile circle established by the 
passenger association for the low rate limit. 
indicate that there will be a tremendous 
gathering of people at the peace jubilee. The 
idea has struck a popular chord. From all 
the larger cities it is reported that excursion 
trains are already being arranged for and 
that big parties for the jubilee are forming. 
The smaller towns report the greatest inter- 
est in Chicago's demonstration, which grows 


to almost national proportions, and each one 
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~transatlantic steamship companies already 
has been engaged, and sufficient room will 
be chartered in this manner to furnish the 
daily service. Arrangements already have 
been perfected with the White Star and 
Cunard lines, and within a few weeks hun- 
drede of tons of American beef will be 
rushed across the country to the seaboard 
and from there by fast steamship to Eng- 


Preliminary arrangements for the gigan- 
tic enterprise were completed in England 
several months ago by Arthur Meeker, ex- 
port manager for Armour & Co., and since 
then the preparations for inaugurating the 
service have been carried on so quietly that 
the news has just leaked out. A number 
of the firm’s older employés, both from the 
Chicago and the New York offices, have 
arranged to locate anently in Great 
Britain,’ and the finishing touches to the 
deal are being given by J. Ogden Armour, 
who is now in England. 


Details of Distribution Plan. 


The details of the plans for distribution 
in Great Britain have not been fully worked 
out. The railway companies there will not 
allow outside interests to operate cars over 
thelr tracks, as is done here, but this diffi- 
culty will be overcome by the railways them- 
selves providing the required refrigerator 
service. The Armour people disclaim being 
pioneers in the movement, but still admit 
that their plan is practically a new depart- 
ure. They are, in a sense, feeling their way 
in the British distributing market. 

When Sir Thomas J. Lipton, one of the 
greatest British distributers of food prod- 
ucts, and who has a packing-house at the 
Chicago Stock-Yards, was in this country 
recently on a customary business trip, he 
had numerous conferences with Mr. Armour. 

Every packing-house in Chicago has been 
Watching the new enterprise with intense 
interest. The dressed beef companies here 
hitherto have found small profit and great 
expense in exporting fresh beef by cold stor- 
age to England, and none of them has ever 
ventured anything more than a weekly serv- 

Armour & Co. have never gone into 
the dressed beef export business at all, 
though for years they have been exporting 
ehormous quantities of canned and cured 
meats to Great Britain. 6 
_ Rival packers say that Mr. Armour is 
Soing into the new export business on a 
Scale that indicates he expects soon to con- 
trol all the American dressed beef sales in 
the British Isles.

Constantinople, Oct. 8.—The ultimatum of 
the powers to Turkey on the subject of the 
evacuation of the Island of Crete by the 
Turkish troops declared that should the 
Sultan refuse to yield he will lose his 


| sovereign rights in Crete. This has irritated 


Turkish circles. They call the action of the 
powers unjust and hope is entertained that 
Russia will decline to codperate with the 
other powers, in which case it is beleved the 
latter will not resort to extremities. 3

Fifty servants will wait upon the Em- 
peror’s personal needs, and a like number 
of grooms will care for the 1,500 horses and 
mules placed at the disposal of the Kaiser 
and suite. 

The tents in which the principal members 
of this magnificent pilgrimage will sleep as 
they journey from city to city are of the most 
gorgeous kind. ‘ 

Particularly fine is the tent allotted to the 
Kaiser. It is divided into rpoms for the royal 
pilgrim to sleep and dress in, and a good part 
of it has been converted {nto an elaborately 
decorated dining saloon. 

The entrance to the tent ts draped with 
heavy curtains, and the imperial monogram 
appears on each side. 


Emperor Splendidly Mounted. 

The Emperor will ride a splendidly capari- 
soned horse on the entry into Jerusalem. At 
the Jaffa Gate there will be a spectacle which 
will live long in the memory of those privi- 
leged to witness it. After the consecration 
of the church he will probably visit the Gar-

DOCTORS PLENTY 
AND COMPETENT. 


Chief Surgeon Griffin Testi- 
fies as to Condition of 
Camp Thomas. 


SHORT OF TENTS IN JULY. 


Says Men Were Well Looked After 
in Hospital and He Heard 
No Complaints. 


SUPPLIES NOT DELAYED. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 8.—The war inves- 


tigating commission examined two witnesses 


today. They were Dr. Giffin, who was in 


charge of the Sternberg Hospital at Camp 
Thomas, Chickamauga Park, Ga., and Cap- 
tain Baldridge, a brigade commissary of sub- 
sistence at Camp Cuba Libre at Jackson- 
ville. 


The commission has practically decided to 


start on the night of the 16th on its round of 
the various camps. They will go either to 
Camp Meade or to Jacksonville first. 


Major Hersey was quoted yesterday as say- 


ing that Mr. Wrenn of the Rough Riders, as 
well as Mr. Tiffany, had died. The state- 
ment was an inadvertence and was due to the 
coupling of the two names and to the fact 
that Mr. Wrenn was ill. 


Major R. Emmet Giffin on the stand, who 


was a chief surgeon at Camp Thomas, told 
of his visit to the second division hospital in 
July last, when he eaid it was overcrowded. 
In each tent and under its files there were 
eight or nine men, when there should have 
been but from four to six. 


There was a sufficiency of physicians and 


Major Giffin was sure they were competent 
men. The majority of patient ere suffer- 
ing from typhoid fever and malarial diseases, 
about 30 per cent being of the latter class. 
He thought the crowding of the hospital was 
from lack of sufficient tentage, a fault due: 
to the surgeon in charge. Mr. Giffin made 
his visit to the division hospital to see a 
man of his brigade who had been shot in the 
leg. He found him in a tent with typhoid 
fever patients and consequently had him re-. 
moved. | 


Advocates Regimental Hospitals. 


Dr. Giffin advocated regimental rather 


than division hospitals. He said there would 
be the advantage of classification in the 
larger hospitals if the classification was 
made, which it was not as a rule, as the 
men were brigaded then. 


The division hospital surgeons were com- 


petent in their profession, some of them 
being among the most competent in the 
United States, but they were not men of 
executive ability. He considered the water 
supply good. 


The sinks were poorly located. They were 


too near the kitchens and were too shallow. 
Many of them were only seventy-five feet 
from the company kitchen and were open 
when he arrived. He then had them moved 
further back and gave directions for dally 
disinfection and covering. By this time, 
however, the regiments were all infected, 
as he thought, by the flies going from the 
sinks to the mess tables. 


Dr. Giffin was given charge of the con- 


struction of the Sternberg Hospital on Aug. 
1, and after the hospital was constructed 
was the chief surgeon there. He said the 
tents comprising this hospital were 14x15, 
floored, and supplied with four beds each. 
There were 100 tents and a number of wood- 
en buildings. Five hundred and thirty-three 
was the largest number of men at the hos- 
pital at one time, and all told 1.127 men had 


been healed there up to the 6th inst. Of 


these 86 per cent were typhoid. There had 
been sixty-seven deaths at the institution. 
The cases sent to him were generally the 
most dangerous. He had twenty-five con- 
tract surgeons and two regulars. and 167 
female nurses and 159 members of the hos- 
pital corps acting as nurses. 


He had received no complaints, and he 


was sure the attendants were efficient. His 
requisitions were sent direct to the Surgeon 


General at Washington, often by wire, and 
there was never any delay, he often being 


directed to purchase at Chattanooga. Many 
articles were sent to the men from the North, 
but as a rule they spoiled before they ar- 


rived and could not be used. When patients 


began ta convalesce they were put on a 
special diet for a week and then furloughed 
and sent home. 


Patients Wished to Stay. 


He was particular not to allow any of the 
patients to leave for home until they were 
sufficiently recovered to render it safe for 
them to do so. He related how Governor 
Bradley of Kentucky came to the hospital, 
saying he had come to take the Kentucky 
sick home. Dr. Giffin refused at first. but 
afterwards consented to leave the matter to 
the patients themselves. Out of sixteen only 
one said he wanted to go, and he was insane. 

The doctor expressed the opinion that the 
complaints of starvation had arisen from 
the fact that it was necessary to put con- 
valescents from typhold fever on a sparse 
diet. He thought many deaths had been 
caused by overfeeding after convalescents 
returned to their homes. 

Orders were given, to his knowledge, for 
prompt measures looking to the suppression 
of the fever when it broke out, but the 
orders had not been obeyed. He thought 
that it had been a mistake to locate so many 
men together as were at Camp Thomas. 

Captain James C. Baldridge, commissary 
of subsistence for the First Brigade of the 
Second Division of the Seventh Army Corps, 
now at Camp Cuba Libre, Jacksonville, oc- 
cupied the commission during the after- 
noon. He reached the camp on Aug. 2, and 
an immediate inspection of the kitchens 
found some of them not well managed, as 
all of the army cooks were not experts. 

Much of this witness’ testimony related 
to complaints from the Second New Jersey 
Regiment. The witness said there had been 
many complaints from this regiment and 
investigations had shown the trouble was 
due to the fact that the officers were with- 
out experience.

P. W. Gates of the Gates iron 
works spoke on the question of caveats, 
which, he said, were useless now that fhe 
law allowed two years for testing and per- 
fecting an invention.

This society should live 
and prosecute its patriotic benevolence until every 
brother in black can be given full equality before 
the law, and until the flag that floated for his 
freedom shall also wave for his most ample pro- 
tection. 

Will Favor Annexation. 


The Committee on the State of the Coun- 
try held a long session and agreed on retro 
lutions which will be presented tomorrow 
indorsing the administration of President 
McKinley and commending him for his con- 
duct of the war, commenting on the purity 
of his private life, and committing the con- 
ference to the policy of expansion, the an- 
nexatlon of the Philirpines, and the widest 
use of the opportunity for educational and 
evangelical work in the new fields. The 
same committee will prepare resolutions 
on lynching and labor problems tomorrow.

diocese should not be deprived for so long 
a time of the services of a prelate. 
Among the debaters were Dr. Jefferds of the 
Diocese of Quincy, Dr. Fulton of Pennsyl- 
vania, Dr. Davenport of Tennessee, Dr. 
Jewel of Boston, Dr. Goodall of Minnesota, 
and Dr. Spaulding of California, who said in 
the course of his speech that he preferred the 
term apostolic usage to that of Catholic. 
He delivered this utterance in regard to the 
Episcopal Church: The Church of Rome is 
a spiritual despotism, the Holy Eastern 
Church a spiritual oligarchy, and the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church a spiritual demoe- 
racy, where Bishops, priests, and laity all 
have authority.” 

Dr. McKim of Washington offered a reso- 
lution to the effect that as there were tech- 
nical difficulties in the way of amending 
‘the constitution, that further consideration 
of the subject be indefinitely postponed. His 
resolution was overruled and the amendment 
as it stands now reads: 

% Art. 2, Sec. 1. In every diocese the 
Bishop or Bishop’s coadjutor shall be chosen 
agreeably to rules prescribed by the con- 
vention of that diocese. Missionary Bishops 
shall be chosen in accordance with the 
canons of the general convention. 

„Sec. 2. No one shall be ordained and 
consecrated Bishop until he shall be 30 years 
of age nor without the consent of a ma- 
jority of the standing committees of all 
the dioceses and of a majority of the Bish- 
ops of this church, exercising jurisdiction 
in the United States. But if the election 
has taken place within three months next 
before the general convention the consent 
of the House of Deputies shall be required 
in place of that of a majority of the stand- 
ing committee. No one shall be ordained 
and consecrated Bishop by less than three 

8. 

K Ben. 8. A Bishop shall confine the ex- 
ercises of this office to his own diocese or 
missionary disfrict unless requested to per- 
form Episcopal acts in another diocese or 
in a missionary district by the ecclesiastical 
authority thereof or unless authorized and 
appointed by the House of Bishops to act 
temporarily in case of need beyond the ter- 
ritorial limits of the United States.” 

The adoption of this clause was voted 
upon and carried by the House of Deputies. 

Bishop McLaren of Chicago will preach 
an ordination sermon tomorrow evening at 
St. Paul's Church, where a Japanese candi- 
date for the ministry will be ordained for 
missionary work in his native land. 

Bishop Seymour of Springfield will preach 
at the Church of the Incarnation in the 
morning and at St. James’ Church, Capitol 
Hill, in the evening.

German Warship Falk Causes Terror 
in Ponape, in the Caroline 
Islands. 


Vancouver, B. C., Oct. &8—[Special.]—It 
was learned here that the German warship 
Falk on its recent trip to Ponape in the 
Caroline Islands caused quite a consterna- 
tion among the Spanish troops stationed 
there. When the warship was first sighted 
it was mistaken for an American cruiser 
bert on capturing the islands. 

Active preparations were made ashore by 
the Spaniards to resist any attempt at land- 
ing. ere were two Spnish gunboats in 
port, and these were hidden in the shallow 
waters among the mangroves to prevent

Out of about 2,000,000 shares dealt in on the 
New York Stock Exchange during the week 
over three-quarters of a million were in two 
stocks—sugar trust and tobacco trust. Those 
specialties seesawed sensationally; Sugar 
was up around 119 and dowt around 112, its 
change for the week being«a decline: To- 
bacco was above 129 and at 113, its change 
for the week being an advanée. 3 

In neither stock was théfe any natural 
movement; every advance and every drop 
had to do with manipulation, this being only 
a trifle more flagrantly diseernible in T»- 
bacco than in sugartrust. All of the-trusts 
had some conspicuousness, and much more 
than the half of the week's business was in 
them—a fact which is not encouraging to in- 
terests recognizing what is héalthiest in and 
for Wall street.“ 

Much professional opinion’is heard con- 
tend.ng that what has come to pass in the 
trust stocks does not hurt the stock mar- 
ket. To some extent this undoubtedly is a 
fair statement. Certainly reasonable in- 
vestors are not likely to pe prejudiced 


against openly managed railroad properties 


because of disclosures that Mind pool man- 
agement of the trusts is a coptinual invita- 
tion to financial] disaster. And to this ex- 
tent the general market cuts loose from the 
mystery shares. 
Manipulation Hurts Entire Market. 
But it is idle to argue with any observant 
Wall street man that whal has happened 
in sugar trust and tobacco tfust ls not Rurt- 
ful to the Stock Exchange. Un so far as

ever, for with industry and adroitness they

n the sugar trust situation there are some 
notable differences in contrast with what 
goes on in tobacco trust affairs. The game i+ 
bigger. Larger interests are involved. The 
public has more at stake. 

Sugar trust stock has during the years of 
ite continuing 12 per cent dividends become 
well distributed. Of all the Industrial stocks 
sugar is the one which has been taken for 
genuine investing account by Investors out- 
side of the controlling inside clique. Holders 
of sugar trust in small lots make a long list. 
But aside from the ups end downs of quota- 
tions on the Stock Exchange nobody who has 
put money into sugar trum stock has til) 
this time found reason for regret, for even 
if bought at its top notch sugar trust has 
returned handsome yields to investors. . 

Over and over again during its history 
there have been apparent threats against the 
maintenance of its 1 per cent a month, but 
when final tests have come the managers 
have always stanchly stood by the estab- 
lished rate. Thus, according to precedent, 
no substantia) reason exists now for appre- 
hending a reduction. 

Yet just such apprehensions exist in Wall 
street. Just such apprehensions are affect - 
ing the trust’s market value. Just such ap- 
prehensions are being promoted by financia! 
interests closely identified with the manage- 
ment of the trust itself. 

With dividends on the down grade sugar 
trust stock would be quite as unattractive 
from the investment standpoint as are any 
of the lesser ones, and on this account the 
fact that Insiders are rated in Wall street as 
persistently pessimistic gives emphasis to 
br campaigning. 

Sugar trust affairs are just as much 
wrapped in mystery as are the lesser blind 
pools modeled after it. No statement of its 
financial status has been obtainable. Some 
figures are officially promulgated to meet the 
perfunctory demands of State laws, but the 
exhibit is but farcical. 


Battle of the Sugar Combines. 


What the public can see just now is that 
apparently the trust has entered upon a 
bitter fight against new competitors. Not 
everybody in Wall street believes that this 
contest is all that it pretends to be. In many 
quarters are suspicions that “‘ settlements *’ 
were really arranged before the fighting 
began. However this may be, it remaine 
beyond question that the trust’s managers 
themselves are anxious to have the public 
believe that the fight is genuine; that it 
will be carried on vigorously, and that what- 
ever the cost may be competitors shall be 
worsted. Trustees are quoted as saying 
that at the last meeting of the trust it was 
officially voted that the war should be con- 
ducted to success, even if every penny of 
current profits were extinguished and in- 
roads made upon surplus accounts. 

During the last week circumstances de- 
veloped indicating that this policy was to 
be given rushing emphasis. The price of re- 
fined sugar was knocked down much below 
where hitherto it has ruled, put, Indeed, to 
a price where trade authorities agree that 
all possible profit is eliminated. | 

This sort of campaigning is hurtful to 
competition, and thus far the trust accom- 
plishes what it seeks; but the cost to the 
trust of such a fight prolonged must quickly 
run {nto millions of dollars; and victory so 
brought about must soon approximate al) 
the damage which any disclosed competi- 
tion could in a long time inflict upon the 
trust. | 

Railway Earnings Continue Big. 

Aside from what goes on In the trusts, no 
business developments are adverse or exert 
other than hopeful influence. Many scares 
are out of the way, railway earnings con 
tinue not only big, but bigger far than en- 
thusiasts presumed to anticipate. In on- 
or two industrial quarters dullness contin- 
ues, but such records are exceptional; gen 
erally the commercial situation shows mate- 
rial improvement. 

Some sensitiveness is developed over elec. 
tion possibilities, though every probabilit; 
is that sound money victories will show a!’ 
over the country. Sensationalists distribute 
apprehensions over further snarls with 
Spain and troublesome delays in peace nego- 
tiations. | 

But reasonable business-men find nowhere 
cause for anything else than confidence 
The fact that October may for Wall street 
be a waiting month is something different 
from a warrant for bearishness. ~

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MAY BUILD ON THE LAKES. 


Prospect That High Commission’s Work 
in Quebec May Lead to Mod- 
fication Treaty. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 8.—[{Special.J— 
Representative Foss left for Chicago to- 
night. While here he had a conference with 
Secretary Long about the treaty of 1817, 
which limits the number of gunboats on 
the great lakes to one. 

Secretary Long believes that as a result 
of the conference between the American 
and Canadian commissioners this treaty 
will be modified so as to enable shipbuilders 
on the lakes to secure contracts for bulld- 
ing warships, which privilege is now de- 
nied them. One of the firms maintaining 
a plant on the lakes was the lowest bidder 
for the torpedo boats for which contracts 
have just been let. The bid was thrown out 
because it .would have been a violation of 
the treaty to build it on the lakes. 

Nothing has been done toward building 
the gunboat which is to replace the Michi- 
gan, because of the operations of the treaty. 
lts repeal or modification is important to 
the lake shipbuilders and hopes are enter- 
tained that something will be agreed upon 
before the commission finishes its labors.

FORDHAM TAKES IT BACK. 


‘WINB-DRINKING PHYSICIAN APPEARS 


AND SAYS HE NEVER WAS ROBBED. 


His Sworn Statement to Chief Kipley 
Clears Police Lieutenant Perry, but 
Leaves Unexplained His Own Com- 

_plaint Made to Justice Martin on 
Thareday—“‘ Mary Dee” Preves te 
Be Parely a Myth—Money Taken for 

Bafe-Keeping. | 


The much-wanted Dr. Walter 0. Fordham 


of Hot Springs, Ark., who declared he had 
been robbed of $1,000 while in company with 
Lieutenant George Perry of the Central 
Police Station, was found yesterday, and. 
in the presence of Chief Kipley, told a story 
different from his original version. In his 
revised statement he insisted that Lieuten- 
ant Perry had nothing to do with the loss of 
his money, and declared he had never made 
such a statement. Dr. Fordham also denied 
that he had been in the company of a woman 
or that he had sworn out a warrant for any 
arrest. He admitted he had been drinking 
champagne heavily on the night he talked of 
the alleged robbery, and seemed to be great- 
ly annoyed lest news of his escapade should 
reach his home in Hot Springs. 

But Justice Martin says Dr. Fordham did 
swear out the warrant for“ Mary Doe,“ 
charging the unknown woman with robbing 
him of 51.000. | 

Lieutenant Perry was called before the 
Chief and asked what he had to say about the 
matter. He repeated his story about having 
taken the man's money away from him, but 
sald it was done with honest intentions. 
Fordham himself was present. He said: 

**] gave the money to Perry. I will admit 
that I had had several glasses of wine. I 
never saw any woman or swore outany war- 
rant for the arrestofany woman. Wewere 
not in a basement saloon. The only saloon 
we drank in was at Washington and Clark 
streets, where no women are allowed. We 
sat out in the open room. The fact is, I don't 
remember much about the affair. I guess I 
was pretty badly mixed up.“ 

Chief Kipley then secured from Fordham 
a sworn statement, as follows: | 

I, the undersigned, of my own free will and ac- 
cord, hereby refute all the statements as set forth 
in the evening papers of Thursday, Oct. 7. A. D. 
1898. relative to the supposed loss by me of $1,000, 
and I desire to state further that I did not lose 
any money whatsoever, nor was I in company of 
any lady then or at any other time; and in my 
judgment I consider a grievous injustice has been 
done Lieutenant George W. Perry of the Detective 
bureau, in the aforesaid publications, as the whole 
vf the statements were entirely false and incon- 
sistent. WALTER C. FORDHAM, 

I placed little confidence in this sensa- 
‘tional story told by Dr. Fordham,” said 
Justice Martin. lie came to me while I 
was trying a case on Thursday afternoon 
and asked for a warrant for some woman 
who he claimed had robbed him. He was 
accompanied by Detective brown. He aever 
intimated to me that Lieutenant Perry had 
anything to do with it. I asked him spe- 
cifically if he had lost $1,000 and he said he 
had. I disbelieved him then, and now it 
comes out he was not robbed at all.“

The franchise extension ' bill was the one on 


which the traction companies concentrated their 
pmergies. The grant would have been worth at 
least. $100,000,000, and for this stupendous gift the 
companies offered a pittance of from 8 to 7 per 
sent of their earnings. All the arts of experienced 


pbbyists, all the power of unscrupulous wealth, 
every form of trading, intimidation, and intrigue 


were employed to deceive and corrupt the Senate 


and House into enacting this dastardly assault

DAY OF THE GREAT FIRE. 


ANNIVERSARY OF CONFLAGRATION 
THAT NEARLY DESTROYED CITY, 


Inadequate Facilities for Fighting the 
Flames and 2 False Alarm Respon- 
sible for the Enormous Damage to 
Property Twenty-seven Years Ago— 
Loss Amounted to $200,000,000—De- 
partment Reorganized by General 
Shuler of New York. 


This is Chicago day, and at 8:45 o’clock 
in the evening, just twenty-seven years 
ago, Mrs. O’Leary’s cow knocked over a 
kerosene lamp in a barn at De Koven and 
Jefferson streets, starting the fire which 
destroyed property worth $200,000,000 and 
assured Chicago an enduring place in his- 


tory. 

Chicago has long since ceased to depend 
upon the great conflagration for her con- 
spicuous position among the cities of the 
world, but as long as any remain alive who 
were here on Oct. 9 and 10, 1871, the an- 
niversary will not pass unnoticed. 

Moreover, two priceless legacies remain 
—the memory of the pluck and energy that 
rebuilt the city and the best Fire depart- 
ment in the world. 

But it required the disastrous fire of 1874 
to clinch the lesson of 1871 and compel a 
reorganization ef the system of fire pro- 
tection. 

On Dec. 12, 1874, General Shuler of New 
York came here on the invitation of the 
City Council and the Board of Underwriters 
and inaugurated the existing battalion sys- 
tem. | 

Matt Benner succeeded R. A. Williams as 
chief on Aug. 2, 1873. In 1879 Benner gave 
place to Denis J. Swenie, the present chief. 


Fire Department Was Handicapped. 

At the time of the great fire there were 
then seventeen steam fire engines in Chi- 
cago, three of which were out of service. 
The hose was rotten. 

The firemen were moreover exhausted by 
the previous Saturday night fire, and, to 
make matters the worst possible, the watch- 
man at the Courthouse sent the depart- 
ment a miie out of the way, to Canalport 
avenue and Halsted street instead of De 
Koven and Jefferson streets. 

First Assistant Fire Marshal Musham was 
then foreman of the Little Giant No. 6 
and John Campion, Second Assistant Mar- 
shal, was his first pipeman. They were the 


‘first firemen on the scene. Campion has the 


distinction of having thrown the first water 
on the historic conflagration. 

Campion and Musham say if the right 
alarm had been sounded the first three en- 
gines to-go would have put the fire out be- 
fore it crossed Taylor street. 

Chief Swenie is of the same opinion. 

Today there are eighty-eight: steam fire 
engines, twenty-five chemical engines, five 
hand engines, forty-five hose wagons, thir- 
ty-three hose carriages, four fireboats, two 
water towers, thirty-two hook and ladder 
trucks, nine chemical extinguishers, ninety- 
four portable pumps, and 204,953 feet of 
hose. A new fireboat will be launched on 
Nov. 15. There are available for fire pur- 
poses 1,750 miles of water mains and 100 
fire cisterns. There are in use 2,508 fire 
alarm boxes of all kinds. 


Other Disastrous Fires. 


The first fatal fire after the great fire of 
1871 occurred in the Singer Building, State 
and Washington streets, when Pipemen 
O’Rorke, Sternberg, and Dudley were killed. 

The fire of July 14, 1874, covered thirty- 
seven acres, and created great apprehension. 
It started at 4:30 p. m. in a small, dingy 
store at 449 Clark street, spread along that 
thoroughfare furiously, then jumped to 
Fourth avenue, and thence to Third avenue, 
to State street, to Congress street, to Wa- 
bash and Michigan avenues, and then to 
Harrisen street, and burned to the edge of 
the lake. 

The flames consumed 619 buildings, among 
them the general Postoffice, a theater, five 
churches, a half dozen hotels, and three 
school houses. 

Chief Swenie, who was First Assistant 
Marshal under Benner at that time. took 
two months to make a report, and estimated 
the loss at $1,280,000, which was more than 
covered by insurance. The great majority 
of the buildings were of cheap construction. 

At the explosion of the propeller Tioga in 
the river between Washington and Randolph 
streets twenty-nine persons were killed 
sixteen white and thirteen colored. Marsha] 
Horan and Captain Klatt of Engine 40 
displayed heroism on this occasion. 

On July 10, 1893, the cold storage fire »c- 
curred at the World's Fair grounds. In 
addition to five members of the department 
eight men employed by the World's Co- 
lumbian Exposition as firemen and also the 
engineers and firemen of the cold storag: 
warehouse lost their lives. Five other ver- 
sons were seriously injured at the same fire. 

On Aug. 5, 1897. a grain elevator near th: 
Indiana street bridge. known as the North- 


Monahan, Chief Swenie’s driver; John J

Superintendent of Schools E. Benjamin

Be obliging. affab:e, and axteeable’ 


to parents and to ail other citizens. > 3 
In all good causes which entist your community 


be as active as may consist with yout ?erular 


work.

I speak next touching the principal's to 
the school property, for which he ts responsible.

We are largely responsible for the esthetic 
development of our pupils; so far as we can mold 
their tastes, let the work be done consistently with 
esthetic health and truth. If in doubt about any 
art piece, do not install it without due counsel, 
which will at any time be made available to you 
on application at my office. You laugh. I meant 


that I would refer you to a competent critic. 


Next I come to consider à principal's relations 
with his pupils. Ability to govern young scholars 
well is one ot the highest possible powers. There 
are two or three precepts which I lay down with 
the utmost confidence. One is, never get angry 
or out of patience with a pupil under any circum- 
‘stances, however trying. To endure provocation 

and not fail, adds to a teacher’s influence as noth- 

ing can. Another useful injunction is: Never use 
at à pupil's expense satire, sarcasm, or any biting 


speech, or apply to’ him any opprobrious epithet. 


The boy or girl whose feelings you have injured 
will again never open heart and mind to you 4s 
you desire. Not only should we never express con- 
tempt for backward or refractory children, but we 
ought, if possible, never to feel this. Try to 
respect all your pupils, the dullest and the least 
hopeful with the rest. The backward boy who 
spells poorly and cannot learn the multiplication 


table—he, too, is a product of the divine spirit. 
He may prove a Keppler or a Darwin. You wiil, 


at any rate, probably make him a good citizen, 


which is important enough. 


Fourth, the principal and his teachers. I insist 


upon it as of first consequence that we maintain 


‘a spirit of the utmost kindness, considerateness, 
and helpfulness toward all our associates. I say 
toward all of them: If you become aware that 
through your fault or otherwise any colleague has 
za bit of ill will toward you, seek the earliest op- 


portunity to do for him some special kindness. 


Go out of your way to be kind. Be particularly 
considerate of young teachers. Show them their 


faults, of course, but always as little discourag- 
ingly as may b-. pointing out their merits and suc- 
cess at the same time, with even greater punctilli- 
ousness. 


Do not have favorites among your teachers, dut 
treat all absolutely alike. Be friendly with all, 


but not exactly ‘‘ chummy” with any. Maintain 
a critical attitude toward subordinates. If tney 
have faults or lack promise, induce improvement 


if you can, and if not, report the failure to the 


appointing power.

Teacher Suspended on Charges. 

Jesse L. Frazeur, teacher of biology in the 
English High and Manual Training School, 
was suspended in the afternoon by Superin- 
tendent Andrews, pending the investigation 
of charges of immoral conduct preterred 
against him in a written statement by a 
woman living at 534 West Adams street, 
where Mr. Frazeur formerly boarded. A 


substitute has been provided for the classes 


of Mr. Frazeur. 
The accused teacher appeared before Su- 


perintendent Andrews and not only denied 


the charges but declared they were the re- 
sult of a deliberate attempt to blackmail 
him. He said in some manner the im- 
pression had got abroad among certain peo- 
ple that he possessed about $9,000 in cash, 
and they had preferred the charges with the 
intention of frightening him out of as much 
of this money as possible. He said he could 
establish an alibi for the time when the 
offense charged against him is stated to have 
been committed. He indicated certain points 
which he requested Dr. Andrews to investi- 
gate, which the latter promised to do. 

The charges against Mr. Frazeur are said 
to involve a young woman who boarded at 
the house in question with a relative. They 
were submitted to Assistant Superintendent 
Nightingale, who referred them to Superin- 
tendent Andrews. The latter expressed 
regret that the matter had become public, 
and paid a high tribute to Mr. Frazeur's ca- 
pacity as a teacher. 

Hearing in Tarbox Case. 

A public hearing of the charges made 
against C. S. Tarbox, in charge of the Mont 
Clare branch of the William -Penn Nixon 


School, was held in the afternoon. In- 


spectors Loesch and Meier and President 
Harris conducted the investigation. Wit- 
nesses for both sides were heard and the 
committee took the matter under advise- 
ment. 

A number of pupils testified that Mr. Tar- 
box had been guilty of using opprobrious 
epithets to pupils and that he failed to 
maintain order in the school. Four boys 
testified in behalf of the teacher, denying 
the statements of all other witnesses. 

Mrs. Peebles, a patron of the school, stated 
that Mr. Tarbox had told her no one could 
get him removed from the school, because 


both Assistant Superintendent Lane and 


Principal Ostrander of the William Penn 
Nixon School were his friends and would 
prevent the transfer. Mr. Tarbox said this 
was false. |

Notwithstanding the secret rate cutting by 
nearly all of the roads, the Joint Traffic 
association managers refuse to grant per- 
mission to make an open cut in the regular 
tariff rates which it is admitted are much 
higher than the traffic can bear. 


Percentage of Various Roads. 


The percentages of dead freight carried 


by the various roads last week were as fol- 
tows: Michigan Central, 6; Wabash, 8.1; 
Lake Shore, 12.4; Fort Wayne, 13.4; Pan- 
Handle, 18; Baltimore and Ohio, 4.7; Chi- 
cago and Grand Trunk, 10.8; Nickel Plate, 
9.1; Chicago and Erie, 14.2; Big Four, 3.3.

THE ELEVATED TRACK 
WORK OF THE CITY. 


‘Two Hundred Members and Guests of 


the Western Society Make a Trip 
Over the Northwest Side Railway 
Systems, 


Two hundred members and invited guests 
ofthe Western Society of Engineers spent 
five hours yesterday afternoon inspecting 
the track elevation work of the Chicago and 
Northwestern, Pan-Handle, and Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railways. The par- 
ty was transferred from point to point ina 
special train furnished by the Chicago and 
Northwestern. The train left that station 
at 1 o'clock. Rosehill was the first stop. 
Ravenswood and Lincoln avenue, on the Mil- 
waukee division, were next visited. From 
there the party went to Clybourn Junction, 
and over the Wisconsin division to Mayfair, 
and over the Belt line to the Galena division. 
The elevations and supports: at Rockwell 
street were examined, and the party was 
then transferred to the Pan-Handle and 
taken to Western avenue, and from there 
to Pacific Junction. The last inspection 
was at Springfield avenue. In all the party 
covered nearly fifty miles, making twelve 
stops, the trip requiring four and one-half 
hours. 

The tour was the first of a series that the 
society has arranged, the next being an 
inspection of the southern part of the city. 
Chief Engineer Louis H. Evans of the 


‘Northwestern was in charge of the party, 


and with John O’Nelll, the track elevation 
expert for the city, explained the work. 
Twelve miles of track elevation and seven- 
ty-two subways were gone over, and ex- 
plained and examined.

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LONGEST JUMP ON RECORD, 


MADE BY AN IRISH ATHLETE. 


OLLOWERS of athletic sports have 
been startled by the wonderful 
broad jumping performances in Ire- 

land and England of W. J. M. New- 
burn. This athlete now holds the 

best on record of the 
world, twenty-four 
feet six and three- 
quarters inches, Which 
he made at Mullinger, 

Ireland, recently. 

This is so far in A- 

vance of anything 

which the most cele- 
brated running broad 
jum pers of the world 
have ever done that it 
could scarcely be be- 
lieved. Had it not 
been for the fact that 
this great athlete

Newburn stands 6 feet 6 inches in height 
and weighs 208 pounds. His chest measures 
42 inches, thigh 25% inches, and calf 16 
inches. 


Newburn starts with his run about 150 
feet back from the take off, and ap- 
proaches rather slowly a certain mark, 
about ninety feet away from the take-off. 
On arriving at this mark he has given 
enough momentum to his body to have 
quickened his speed; which he does after 
getting the foot with which he jumps at 
this mark. His strides after leaving this 
mark increase in length as his speed in- 
creases, and the last three or four measure 
over ten feet in length, for by this time 
he is going at his utmost speed. 

The stride just in front of the take-off 18 
not over seven feet long, for he must gather 
himself then for the jump, and f he put 
his jumping foot too far in. front of him 
he would more or less retard his momentum, 

When Newburn leaves the ground he 
gets a great rise and literally sails 
through the air. Just before landing it 
would seem that his feet were going to 
touch, when he tucks them under him, and 
their being handled so gives the uninitiated 


an impression that he is taking a second 4 | 


Spring. 

Then when his head and shoulders are 
so close to the ground that he can post- 
pone the inevitable no longer he shoves 
his feet in front of him and the momentum 
of his whole body carries him forward and 
prevents falling back. ' 

Like nearly all of the best running broad 
jumpers, Newburn is a fast sprinter 


and has been credited with running 106 


yards in ten seconds. His stride when run- 
ning his fastest in this race is from 10 feet 
8 inches to 10 feet 5 inches, and he is the 
longest striding athlete ever heard of since 
athletic sport has been chronicled. 

He is a professor in Claremont College, 
Dublin, and practices his athletics solely 
for health. He lays particular stress on 
the fact that he neither smokes nor drinks. 
He writes that he intends to come to Amer- 
ica during the summer holidays next year.

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STUDY THE PLAYERS 


Coaches Have a Hard Task in 
Trying New Material. 


CHICAGO'S SNAPPY GAME 


Stagg Prepares His Eleven for the 
Early Contests. 


OTHER TEAMS WORK SLOWLY. 


AREFUL study of the players by the 
coaches has been the principal feat- 
ure of the football work through the 
West during the last week. This is 
necessary in all the schools which 

figure in the football history of the middie 
West this year more than ever before owing 
to the new material which must be whipped 
into shape. The work, therefore, of nearly 
all the teams is ragged. 

Chicago is a notable exception. Professor 
Stagg now knows his material pretty thor- 
oughly and has tried it all and is conversant 
with what he may expect from the new men. 
Cavanagh’s enforced absence from center 
unsettles temporarily the makeup of the- 
team, for the center position is the only one 
which need trouble the maroon coach, and 
with Kennedy at quarter behind Speed, even 
that problem may be solved. 

The Chicago eleven is playing beautiful 
football now, while the other teams have 
not yet been selected or their team work 
learned, so comparison of games can tell 
little. No such game has been played by 
any of the Western elevens so early in the 
season before and this is probably because 
there has not been the necessity for it. In 
two weeks Stagg's men must meet North- 
western, which promises to be more formid- 
able this year than it has for several sea- 
sons. One week after that the Midway play- 
ers go to Philadelphia to play one of the best 
of the Eastern teams, Pennsylvania, so it 
is necessary that the maroons should reach 
their development earlier than the others.

Many critics fear the team will grow stale. 
Chicago has no hard games after Oct. 29, 
when it meets the Quakers, until] Nov. 12, 
possibly, when Wisconsin may play, but 
even that is doubtful, and if this game is not 
played Michigan on Thanksgiving day is the 
next championship contest.

Illinois has two elev- 
ens of almost equal strength, and it is taking 
a great deal of thinking on the part of the 
coaches to pick the best material from these 
two aggregations. Only the half and quar- 
ter positions are certainly chosen. The 
others are still open. 

Wisconsin is in much the same position 
and reports of ragged practice games from 
these two institutions should not be over- 
valued. Comparisons of the relative strength 
of Chicago and Illinois have been drawn 
from the games with the Physicians and 
Surgeons, Illinois being defeated in a close 
game and Chicago easily winning. Chicago 
is much better than Illinois now, and should 
a game be played would probably have as 
easy a time as it did with the doctors. Prob- 
ably Wisconsin would succumb to the fast 
play now put up by the maroons, but it will 
be necesssary to wait until these two teams 
are definitely picked and their team play 
perfected before comparisons can be drawn.

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PLAYERS FOR MINNESOTA. 


R. ADACHI NORITADA, director of 
the Homes for the Poor at Tokio, 
has just published an extremely in- 
teresting article in a Tokio maga- 
zine, the Shakai Zasshi, on the life 
and habits of the thieves and beggars of the 
Japanese capital. 

There are, it would appear, two classes of 
children who become professional beggars— 
viz.: those small unfortunates who run 
away from home in order to escape barbar- 
ous treatment from inhuman parents, and 
children abandoned by their parents, whose 
nomadic instincts induce them to get rid of 
their too numerous offspring, and thus avoid 
the trouble of dragging them round from 
one village to another. These latter confide 
their children to old professional beggars, 
who soon teach the young outcast to earn 
his own livelihood. — x 

Some of these chiefs of the mendicant pro- 
fession enjoy a wide reputation and have 
scores of beggars and thieves in embryo 
under their tutelage. There even exists in 
Tokio a well-known house, Kodomo no Sour- 
yoya, which is a regular agency for the let- 
ting out of children. 

Beggars of 40 or 50 years of age (nearly al- 
ways thieves hors de combat, and crippled 
in some way or other) call upon the firm 
every day and hire a child of 4 or 6 years old, 
in whosé company they prey upon the 
charity of the public. The price per day 
for a child is from three to ten sen (1% to 5 
cents), and as the object of the child is to 
inspire pity, weak and ailing children fetch 
the highest prices. 

From 5 years upward the children do their 
begging by themselves. At the age of 14 or 
15, under the pretext of gathering waste 
paper and other rubbish, they prowl round 
the courtyards of the houses and commence 
to thieve. 

Their usual weapon is a long stick, the end 
of which is steeped in glue, and with which 
yey are adroit in removing trifies from open 

indows, etc. 

At 16 they are taught the art of picking 
pockets with skill and dispatch, and from

being beggars rise to the rank of 
(pickpockets) or kopparai (thieves). — 
There is no real difference between the 
thief and the beggar. The child commences 
as a beggar, becomes in due course a thief 
and takes to begging once more when old 
age overtakes him. 
Daily lessons are 
‘given to the young 
thieves by the chiefs 
(oyakata) of each 
band, and the appren- 
ticeship lasts as long 
as from 12 to 19. The

the general well-being. 

The thieves are as a rule great adepts in 
disguise of any sort, and the Japanese police 
rarely succeed in taking one of their number 
red-handed.

Walker's 
kicking has been unsatisfactory; in fact, his 
work has been far below that shown by him 
on the scrub last year. His kicks are short 
and he has had a number of them blocked.

There has been a considerable amount of 
friction and unpleasantness in the Gladstone 
family since the old statesman's death, 
mainly in connection with the disposition of 
his estates and in the control of the property, 
bad feeling being engendered in the minds of 
the sons and daughters of Mr. Gladstone by 
the altered position in which the widow of 
his eldest son, namely the Hon. Mrs, William 
i Gladstone, has been placed by his 

ea th. 

As long as the famous Commoner was alive 
he was regarded as master of Hawarden 
Castle, although he had merely a life inter- 
est in the, estates, the true owner having 
been his eldest son, the late William Henry 
Gladstone, who had inherited it from his 
uncle, old Mrs. Gladstone’s brother, Sir Ste- 
phen Glynne, And on Mr. William Henry 
Glaéstone’s death it was his boy, the now 13- 
yeur-old Willlam Glynne Gladstone, who 
became the real owner of the place. 


— 

Yet, in spite ot this, the lad’s mother was 
never permitted to make her home at Ha- 
warden. When she came there it was merely 
asa visitor. She did not get on well with her 
dead husband's brothers or sisters, and it 
will be noted that her portrait 18 included in 
none of the innumerable family groups of 
the Gladstone household at Hawarden which 
have ever béen issued to the public. Nor did 
she have any say in the management of what 
was virtually her son's estate, of which her 
sisters-in-law—that is to say, old Mr. Glad- 
stone's daughters—had far more control 
than herself. 

The Hon. Mrs. Gladstone, who isa daugh- 
ter of old Lord Blantyre, submitted to all 
this in silence as long ds her distinguished 
father-in-law, for whom she entertained the 
most profound veneration, was alive. But 
there was no reason for continuing to per- 
mit herself to be thus ignored in connection 
with Hawarden after his death. all the more 
as old Mrs. Gladstone has fallen into a state 
of complete dotage, and does not seem to 
even realize or to appreciate that she has 
become a widow. | 

There has been, as I seid above no little un- 
pleasantness about the whole matter. which 
has culminated in the public announcement 
that the Hon. Mrs. William Henry Glad- 
stone has now taken up her residence at 
Hawarden Castle as its mistress. where she 
will keep house on behalf of her son. the 
owner of the estate, until he attains his 
majority. 


— 

That is to say, Hawarden Castle becomes 
from henceforth the home of the Hon. Mrs. 
William Henry Gladstone. of her son. and of 
her two daughters, while it ceases to be the 
home of old Mrs. Gladstone. of her unmar- 
ried daughter, Miss Helen Gladstone, of the 
Rt. Hon. Herbert Gladstone, and of the Rev. 
and Mrs. arry Drew, with their little 
daughter Dorothy Drew, the favorite grand- 
child of the Grand Old Man. The Rev. 
Stephen Gladstone. being rector of the parish 
of Hawarden, will of course remain on the 
estate. 

But I doubt whether there will be as much 
cordiality and intercourse between the castle 
and the rectorate as in the days of yore. It 
is probable that from henceforth and for the 
remainder of her days old Mrs. Gladstone 
will make her home in London with her son 
Herbert, and be cared for and nursed by her 
unmarried daughter Helen.

OUR TRUE POLICY IN CHINA. 

Though it appears the young Emperor of 
China is not dead, his great plans of reform 
have been assassinated if he has not. The 
cool announcement of the Dowager Em- 
press that six of the young ruler’s most en- 
lightened advisers have been executed indi- 
cates the hopelessness of anything like re- 
form in that tottering empire. It also re- 
veals the firm hold of reactionary and Rus- 
sian influences at the Peking court. The 
murder of these progressive advisers is a 
distinct triumph for Russian diplomacy 
and for the policy that is driving China 
steadily and surely toward dismemberment. 
Russia and France are bent upon the terri- 
torial partition of China, while Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, and the United States de- 
sire the continued integrity»of the empire, 
to the end that trade may be open to all on 
terms of equality. At present Russia is in 
power at Peking and our interests are 0 
that extent under a cloud. 

Recent events show Russia’s grip on 
China to be much stronger than has been 
| generally supposed. It only needs the com- 
pletion of the great Transsiberian railway 
to place all northern China completely 
under the control of the Czar. Even now 
the whole of the vast Province of Manchu- 
ria is’ Russian in everything but name. 
The subtle, patient,-bold diplomacy of Rus- 
sia has at last won what it has long sought. 
The Czar has in his grip practically all of 
China north of the great wall, and he is 
paramount today in Peking itself. 

There is a remarkably clear and level- 
headed article in the North American Re- 
view for October by the Hon. Mark B. 
Dunnell, former Deputy Consul General 
of the United States at Shanghai, the open 
port at the mouth of the great Yang-tse 
River of central China. The article shows 
Mr. Dunnell to be an observing and saga- 
cious man. From his narration it will be 
seen that Russia has not only recovered the 
temporary loss of influence due to the en- 
lightened ideas of the young Emperor, but 
now actually has the whole Celestial Em- 
pire by the throat. Without firing a gun 
or losing a single life and without the pay- 
ment of any consideration whatever the 
Czar has obtained the great and naturally 
rich Province of Manchuria, with its 23,- 
000,000 of inhabitants, its almost unrivaled 
mineral and agricultural resources, and 
with an area exceeding the 330,000 square 
miles of Great Britain and France com- 


gives the Russians the two fine harbors of 
Port Arthur and Talien-wan, which are 
free from ice in the winter and which thus 
furnish the outlet imperatively needed for 


Dunnell calls the peaceful acquisition of 
Manchuria the most brilliant diplomatic 
triumph of the century.” 

Mr. Dunnell says that no part of China 
is more richly endowed by nature than Man- 
churia, and under the aggressive hand of 
Russia he believes this province is destined 
in the near future to astonish the world 
by its development. Its climate is like that 
of Minnesota and Manitoba, and it raises 
magnificent crops of corn, wheat, barley, 
hemp, rice, and other > ap besides cot- 
ton, tobacco, and indigo in the southern 
portions. It is the prinie tarming district 
of all China. When it is once fully opened 
up to outside trade it will be an eager and 
enormous consumer of textiles and manu- 
factures such as we are seeking a market 


for. Our possession of the neighboring 
group of the Philippines will give us every 
advantage in securing and holding our 


share in that rich trade—provided we bestir 
ourselves and look out that Russia does not 
close the doors on us. 

What is going to be the effect of this Rus- 
sian coup upon our own interests in China? 
It has forced England to make a counter 
stroke by seizing commercial control of the 
whole of central China, traversed by the 
great Yang-tse from the mountains east- 
ward to the Pacific. Wherever England 
controls we are secure, for England stands 


sia? Mr. Dunnell sees no immediate cause 
for alarm, even though our rights in Talien- 
wan have not yet been defined by Russia. 
But he urges that 

We should join with Eng in demanding 
written assurances from China that, in any future 
concessions which may be granted in Manchuria, 
our present trading privileges should be safe- 
guarded. If we can receive unequivocal assur- 
ances of equality of opportunity with Russia tn the 
Manchurian markets we shall view her occupancy 
with unqualified approval. Even though an inlib- 
eral policy should be pursued at Talien-wan, the 
benefit accruing to us from the Russian control 
would far outweigh the evils. So long as Russia 
is kept beyond the great wall her expansion in 
the far East is viewed with favor rather than 
alarm by Americans. Certainly we have no.share 
in the hysterical now 80 com- 
mon in England. 
Here enters the qu of an Anglo- 
American alliance and of what our future 
policy in China shal! be. pai Dunnell’s po- 
sition on this subject is ninently sound. 
He mentions the significant fact that our 
Chinese export trade last year was between 
20 and 30 millions, having doubled since 
1893, and that it is destined with ordinary 
care to become magnificent in its propor-

FoR YELLOW Mississippi and to blight all 
Fever. business activities in a large 
portion of the South.

{is only one cure for this annual recurrence 
of the yellow plague in our cotton States. 
Not until Cuba is in American possession 
will this menace cease to hang over our 
Southern people. The disease must be 
stamped out at its Cuban sources. The is- 
land must be policed, cleaned, and rendered 
sanitary by American authority and Ameri- 
can methods. Neither Spaniards nor Cubans 
will ever attack this scourge with the neces- 
sary scientific treatment. If it is left to the 
inhabitants of the island it will not be at- 
tended to in the future any more than it has 
been in the past; the people are too un- 
cleanly, careless, and ignorant of sanitary 
laws. This latest introduction of the yellow 
pest into the United States has been traced 
directly to blockade runners from Hayana 
which brought it to New Orleans. As long 
‘as we continue to have free commercial re- 
lations with Cuban ports this danger will 
continue, and its menace will often prove a 
demoralizing obstacle to the development 
of Cuban trade. The whole situation fur- 
nishes another strong reason for our having 
dispossessed Spain of its control in both 
Cuba and Porto Rico, and the reason applies 
no less to justify our holding all sanitary 
authority in Cuba henceforth in our own 
hands. Safety to American health and life 
should count for considerable.

other leading Ohio Kepublicans are afraid 
the Democrats will carry that State next 
month.

No Western State could be more injured 
by free coinage, with its retroactive at- 
tachment, than Ohio.

THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE in 

Suicipgrs or its annual publication of 
PHYSICIANS. statistics has called at- 
tention to the unusual num- 

| ber of physicians who commit suicide, and 
the statement has elicited much discussion, 
especially among medical journals, directed 
to the effort of discovering why this pro- 
fession more than any other is prone to self- 
destruction. Parson’s Weekly, alluding to 
tde subject. says: During the last three 
years. the number of suicides occurring 
among physicians in the United Kingdom 
has been, respectively, 45, 49, and 41 per 
annum, an average of nearly one to 2,000; 
or. as the death-rate ng the physicians 
is about 25 to 1,000, nearly — ot all 
the deaths in the profession have been by 
sulcide.“ The Weekly is in error in crediting 
these cases to the United Kingdom. They 
belong to the suicide statistics of the United 
States, and to them must be added 83 more 
for the present year to date. Among recent 
explanations of this curious tendency by 
medical journals are three which have more 
or less plausibility. One is the development 
of morbid fancies in the mind of the physi- 
cian by reason of his constant association 
with the sick and dying. A second is his 
knowledge of how to die painlessly and con- 
veniently. The third is the accessibility of 
poisonous drugs to physicians, for in nearly 
every case they commit suicide by taking 
poison. The question is a grewsome onc, 
but none the less interesting on that ac- 
count.

orously and continuously with common car- 
riers until Congress shall permanently 
abolish the vicious practice of railway 
ticket scalping.”

REUNION OF METHODIST CHURCHES, 

The invitation of the Rock River Con- 
ference to Bishop Galloway of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church South to address the 
conference is an event of much importance 
as well as interest. Bishops of the South- 
ern Methodist Church have been invited on 
a few occasions to address conferences of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
North as an act of courtesy when the Bishop 
happened to be in the city where the con- 
ference was in session, but the action of 
the Rock River Conference is the first 
formal invitation of the kind extended by 
a conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church to a Bishop of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church South. This is an act of fra- 
ternity that by many may be. construed as 
a prophecy of the organic reunion of the 
two churches. Its influence may be in- 
creased rather than diminished by the in- 
ability of the Bishop to be present, after 
having accepted the invitation, because of 
the presence of yellow fever in the city 
where he has his home. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church South 

was organized in 1846. It separated from 
the Methodist Episcopal Church on the 
question of slavery. At the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
held in 1844 Bishop Andrew, whose wife 
held a number of slaves, which under the 
law of Georgia, where she lived, she could 
not set free, was requested to refrain from 
exercising the duties of his episcopal office 
until he had ceased to be constructively a 
slaveholder by his wife disposing of ber 
slaves. This request raised a tremendous 
storm. The ministers from the South 
claimed that the General Conference had 
no right to take such action, it being con- 
trary to the rights inhering in the bishopric 
as an order; that no limitation could be 
placed upon a Bishop except after the pres- 
entation of charges affecting his moral 
character or episcopal conduct. In this 
view they were supported by a few minis- 
ters of the North.. The opponents of slav- 
ery took the position that the bishopric in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church was an 
office, not an order, as in the Roman Oath- 
olic and Episcopal Charches, and that there- 
fore a Bishop could be dealt with as any 
other officeholder might be. This view pre- 
vailed and the career of Bishop Andrew 
as a Bishop in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church practically closed. Two years later 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South was 
organized and Bishop Andrew became one 
of its first Bishops. 
The action of the General Conference of 
1844 in declaring the bishopric an office in- 
stead of an order is considered by many to 
have been an epoch-marking event in pre- 
venting a dangerous centralization of eccle- 
siastical power in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. e Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, on the contrary, recognized the 
bishopric as an order, and now that the ani- 
mosities growing out of the war have sub- 
sided its position becomes the chief ob- 
stacle to a reuhion of the churches, Itisa 
common remark in Methodist circles that 
there must be a few funerals before there 
can be union. That is in a measure true, 
but there must be something more than 
funerals, and that something is not so cer- 
tain to take place as are funerals. Either 
the Methodist Episcopal Church or the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South must 
change its view as to the character of the 
bishopric. The North favors reunion; the 
South favors fraternity. But the North is 
not so strongly in favor of reunion as to sur- 
render its position in regard to the bishopric, 
and spokesmen for the Southern Church de- 
clare that they never will accept the North- 
ern view. It is evident, therefore, that some 
years must pass and a new generation come 
into power in the South before reunion can 
take place. Then some event may pave the 
way for it, as the simple request made to 
Bishop Andrew brought about the separa- 
tion. 


THE SPANISH WAR DEBTS. 
The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times is of opinion that the Spanish Peace 
Commissioners, before the discussion comes 
to an end, will insist upon the settlement of 
the debt question, and upon this point the 
Times says editorially: 


America’s demgnd that Spain retain the respon- 
sibility amounts substantially to repudiation, and, 
as the point imteresta third parties, it is to be 
hoped a decision will be carefully considered. An 
early conclusion of peace is desirable, but it would 
be dearly bought at the cost of an arrangement 
which might cause uneasiness, both actual and 
prospective, to the world’s money markets. 


The assumption of this debt by the United 
States will never be acceded to. Asking the 
United States to pay Spain’s old war debts, 
incurred in an effort to put down the re- 
volts of its colonies because of its oppression, 
its cruelty, and overtaxation, would be 
somewhat the same as if Great Britain had 
asked the United States to pay the cost 
of the seven or eight years of war in which it 
tried to overcome this country. What have 
ve to do wtih the expenses incurred by Spain 
in its effort to keep the yoke on its colonies? 
Suppose France had asked Germuny to pay 
for the provinces of Alsace and Lorraine, 
What would Bismarck’s answer bave been? 

What was the use of this war if we have 
o pay its cost? It is an insufferable propesi- 
tion, first, that we shall win, and, second, 
that he shall pay the expenses of winning. 
Spain has made it necessary for us to 
spend three of four hundred million dol- 
lars to defeat it and seize its colonies, and 
then it expects us to make guod all its, 
expenses, not only in this war but in a‘) 
its previous wars with its colonies. We 
have a Jong bill of damages against Spain 
fot stifling our commerce and damaging

demand a settlement of these damages? 

Such a demand as that made by Spain 
cannot be considered for a moment. We 
are not going to pay any of the debts or 
buy anything from conquered uation until 
it whips us.

STUDENTS OF MURDER. 

The Italians were the poisoners par ex- 
cellence. They made the distillation of dead- 
ly potions the study of the century. The 
famous, or infamous, if it be better, Council 
of Ten of Venice had in their constant em- 
ploy men who knew how to make poisons, 
and men who knew how to administer them 
without being detected. The Council, with 
the three Inquisitors of State, had under 
consideration at one time ninety-one pro- 
posals for the assassination of people whose 
actions were supposed to be inimical to the 
Venetian State. .Among those whose killing 
was secretly and coolly considered for polit- 
ical reasons were the Emperor Sigismund, 
Matthius, Corvinus, Marsilio Carrara, Filip- 
po Maria Visconti, the Sultan, Charles VIII., 
and Pope Pius IV. Records of state extant 
show that the Council appointed a commit- 
tee, the members of which were to inform 
themselves of the most cautious and secret 
manner by which it will be posible to put 
to death, by means of poison or in other 
ways, the bitter enemies of our State.“ It 
is not known whether the ten advertised for 
bids or not, but an ancient document shows 
that one, Brother John of Ragusa, on Dec. 
14, 1513, sent an assassination tariff to the 
Council, declaring in an company 
ing letter that he would work won- 
ders in killing anybody by an invention 


ment he was to receive 1,500 ducats for life, 
in addition to a set sum for each killing. 
Brother John agreed to assassinate he 
Grand Turk for 500 ducats; the King of Spain 
Tor 150 ducats, exclusive of traveling ex- 
penses; the Duke of Milan for sixty ducats; 
the Marquis of Manchua for fifty ducats; 
and his Holiness the Pope for 100 ducats. 
The Council of Ten entered into an agree- 
ment with Brother John, but death cut his 
career short before any of his victims had 
sufficiently offended the Venetian to deserve 
„removal.“

CZAR PAUL'S DEATH. 
De Sacy said once: Short is the pas- 
sage of a dethroned monarch to the grave.” 
The fates of Henry VI., Edward II., and 
Edward V. of England show that De Sacy 
wab not far from right. Peter III. of Rus- 
sia survived his downfall only a week. He 
was poisoned, beaten, and strangled, Evan 
VI. of Russia was assassinated in prison. 
The Czar Paul, a contemporary of Napoleon, 
was so “ unreasonable” as to dispute those 
who would depose him. As a result they 
squeezed his throat. All of his assassins 
were made great personages in the émpire. 
They wefe received abroad with open arms 
and were welcomed into the best European 
society. The object of the assassination of 
Paul was to make his wife, Cathar{fne II., 
the ruling power. Macaulay, in hig essay 
on Mme. D’Arblay, née Burney, tells of 
the people who assembled at her father’s 
house: “The great show of the night was 
the Russian Ambassador, Count Orloff, 
whose gigantic figure, all in a blaze of

SOME FREN CH CASES. | 

In France the sixteenth century was pro- 
lific of assassinations. 
Catherine de Medici with the Prince who 
became Henry II. simply debauched French 
morals. Catherine had the moralsense ofa 
tigress. During the troubles between 
‘Henry III. of France and the 
Duke of Guise, who led the leaders, Hen- 
ry had assassination constantly in his heart. 
The thought of the killing of his powerful 
‘antagonist fed fire to his veins like a fever. 
Guise was of noble personal appearance, a 
General, a Captain of men, a party leader. 
The people adored him. When he’made his 
triumphal entry into Paris, by the sheer 
force of his personality and of his influence 
with the lower ranks, he held back the pop- 
ulace from bloodshed. The King granted 
everything that the Duke asked through 
sheer force of fear.. Then Henry said to 
himself, Either he must fall or 3; with the 
snake the poison dies.“ He sent for Guise 
to come to his bedchamber. The Duke, like 
. Coligny, listened to no warnings, and he 
went up into the King’s room, there to be 


men. Guise died at the side of the King’s 
couch. Henry hearing his fall, rushed into 
the room and gloated over the stricken 
glanz. He then rushed to the presence of 
Catherine de Medici and clinching his hands 
ald, Now am I King indeed.“ 

Catherine was dying. She raised herself 
from her pillow and said, “ You have killed 
Guise. God grant you have not made your- 
. self King of nothing.“ | 

After Henry III. had thus disposed of the 
King of Paris,” he found it necessary 
to restore anything like order to his dis- 
tracted kingdom to make friends with the 
Huguenot of Navarre, Henry, the White 
Plumed Knight. Then it was that Jacques 
Clement, a priest who was not considered 
any too sound mentally, came to the conclu- 
sion that it was the duty of some one, for 
the good of the state, to rid the world of the 
King, who was willing to clasp hands with 
a heretic. Clement was a clergyman, how- 
ever, and had scruples. He consulted the 
authorities and came to the conclusion that 
if he killed Henry it might be a bit irregu- 
lar in him so to do as a priest, but it could 
not be mortal sin, because the King had 
entered into a covenant of friendship with 
one excommunicated. Henry was at St. 
Cloud. Clement set out for the place and 
because of his priestly garb he managed 
to get close to the King’s person: His 
dagger killed the Catholic Prince and set 
a Protestant on the throne of France, the 
last thing that the clerical assassin would 
have desired. 


FOR REASONS OF STATE. 
Henry IV. of France, the Knight of Na- 
varre, met death for state reasons at the 
hand of an assassin, Francois Ravailiac, in 
the spring of the year 1610. On his accession 
to the throne Henry had renounced Protest-

His second wife, 
Mary de’ Medici, wished to be solemnly 
crowned Queen of France. Henry opposed 
the idea, but finally yielded. He feared that 
the fanatical church party would seize the 
opportunity to commit a crime. He said 
solemnly that he was certain he would not 
survive the occasion—the air was full of 
rumors of conspiracy to remove him. He 
was said to sympathize with heretics. The 
coronation of Mary, his wife, took place on 
May 13. Friday the King™knelt for hours 
in prayer before the high altar. For a time 
he seemed in good spirits, and he dined with 
the Duke of Vendome. After dinner Henry 
talked of reforms and the lifting of burden- 
some tdxes. Suddenly he broke out: My 
God, what is it that will not suffer me to be 
quiet?” He ordered his coach and entered 
it with several courtiers. The coachman 
asked the King where he should drive. The 
answer was almost a wall: Drive me from 
hence anywhere.”’ 

The King’s presentiment of evil was heavy 
on him. The assassin Ravaillac followed 
the carriage. He had intended to strike his 
blow within the inclosure of the palace yard, 
but the Duke of Epernon was seated in the 
place that the King usually occupied in the 
coach, and he found that he could not well de- 
liver the stroke. He followed the vehicle like 
a wolf with the scent of blood in his nostrils. 
In the Rue de la Feroniere the King’s car- 


blocked the way. The guards had been dis- 
missed. One page was sent ahead to clear 
the way, the other was on his knee adjust- 
ing a loosened garter. The assassin Ravail- 
lac glided by him, mounted on the rear 
wheel of the coach, and struck the King 
with a keen two-edged knife over the Duke 
of Epernon’s shoulder. 

Henry exclaimed: I am wounded!” and 
tell forward. The assassin could have es- 
caped, but he stood on the wheel like a 
statue with his dripping knife raised over 
his head. They took him to prison. His 
amazement was great that instead of being 
hailed as a hero for ridding the crown of a 
suspected heretic he was almost universally 
execrated. His fellow-prisoners tried to kill 
him. The butchers of the town asked the 
authorities to render Ravaillac to them that 
they might skin him living. After his con- 
viction the assassin was tied on a wooden 
cross with his knife in his hand. The hand 
and arm were burnt off over a slow fire. 
Then the fleshy parts of his body were torn 
with red hot pincers and in the wounds were 
poured melted lead, hot oil, pitch, and resin. 
A hole was pierced in the prisoner's abdomen 
and by means of a funnel melted metal was 
poured into his bowels. Finally four horses 


dragged him to pieces.

RED WILLIAM'S END. 

William the Red of England wes stricken 
by an arrow while he was hunting in the new 
forest. The popular mind has always ac- 
credited the act to one Watt Tyrrel. It has 
never been known definitely whether this 
was à purely political murder or not, but it 
has been believed by many that the act was 
prompted by wish, though futile, that the 
Saxons might once more be restored to the 
throne and to authority in the kingdom.

The independence of Scotland was based 
practically on the killing of Comyn by Bruce 
and Kirkpatrick. This was « fatal blow at 
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to the Stuart mind which issued from Bruce 
by the female line through the following 
years. The Dukeof Rothersay, son of Robert 
III., and the heir apparent, wae murdered by 
his uncle, Duke of Albany, to divert the 
crown to his own branch of the family. 
Rothersay’s brother became James I., and he 
was killed by Sir Robert Grahame. This was 
a purely political murder, and was commit- 
ted because Grahame did not fancy the 
King’s method of government. 

James II. was an assassin. The Earl of 
Douglass came to him under a safeguard, 
and was cut to pleces by royal retainers 
after the King had set the example by the 
first blow. James III. was murdered as he 
was fleeing from the field of battle, where he 
had been defeated by rebels to his crown. 
Mary, daughter of James V., has always 
been supposed to have been a party to the 


death of her husband, Henry Stuart, Lord 


Darnley. Froude says that the Rose of 
Scotland was dyed red with blood. Then 
there was Mary's own death at the hands of 
Elizabeth, and from her until the deposition 
of James II. of England the unfortunate 
Stuart story runs on. 


STAMBULOFF'*IS SLAIN. 


One does not have to peer into the ages 
gone to find atrocious assassinations 
prompted by politics. Stephen Nicolof 
Stambuloff, the Bismarck of the Balkans, 
was murdered only three short years ago. 
Stambuloff was long and intimately asso- 


and the news of his taking off came with a 
greater shock than would that of any other 
statesman of the East. He was a strong 
man. His faults were his own. It is a 
mistake perhaps to call aim the maker of 
Bulgaria, for Bulgaria was really the crea- 
tion of conflicting international interests. 
It was an example of the Darwinian theory 
applied to countries.“ 

Stambuloff preached insurrection against 
the Turks, and Russia backed him. Turks 
made short work of the rebellion. The rest 
of the political history of the country is well 
known. After the kidnaping of Prince Fer- 
dinand Stambuloff was Premier. He ruled 
with an iron hand. He had signed in 1890 
the death warrant of Major Panitzer, ac- 
cused of treason against the state. There 
was a powerful clique of Panitzer’s friends. 
It was charged that this clique compassed 
the assassination of Stambuloff, hoping 
thereby to glut their revenge and to change 
the government at the one stroke. 

Stambuloff left the Union club at Sofia 
on the night of July 15, 1895. He was being 
driven to his home in a carriage. The ve- 
hicle was stopped by a band of assassins, 
one of whom struck at Stambuloff with a 
knife through the door. He jumped from 
the conveyance into the arms of the assas- 
sins, who dealt him blow on blow. Both 
hands were severed from the wrists, and 
there were fifteen knife wounds and one 
bullet hole m the body. The widow of 
Stambuboff charged the police with being 
the murder, 
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The assassination of Thomas & Becket 
and its details are known to every school- 
boy. It grew out of the determination of 
Henry II. of England to establish the dom- 
ination of the secular power over that of the 
church. Becket was a fighter. He was ex- 
ned from England; but eventually returned 
and recovered lands which Henry had 
seized. The trouble between fhe two broke 
out afresh. Henry in his chamber one day 
in trouble of spirit exclaimed: Is there no 
one to deliver me from this turbulent 
priest?” William de Tracy, Hugh de Mor- 
ville, Richard Brito, dhd Reginald Fitz- 
Urse, loyal courtiers all, took this as a com- 
mand. They rushed to the cathedral, Tracy 
crying out, “ Where is the Archbishop? 
Where is the traitor?’ 

„ am here,” said Becket calmly, “ the 
Archbishop, but no traitor.” Then they 
stabbed him to death at the horns of 
tie altar. 

A modern political assassination that was 
winked at by modern Europe was the kill- 
ing of Abdul Aziz, the Sultan. There had 
been trouble over Roumania and Bulgaria. 
The Sultan wae deposed through court in- 
trigue. Then it was given out that he had 
committed suicide by cutting artéries in his 
wrists. His nephew was proclaimed Sultan 
as Wurad V. It developed that the Sultan 
had been agsassinated. Midhat Pasha, 
Mustapha Fahri Bey, and Hadj Mehmed,the 
assassins, were tried and sentenced to 
death. The trial and sentence were mock- 
eries, for it was known that the mbirderers 
would not be executed. The powers inter- 
fered and the assassins were exiled for a 
time.

A FATED. RACE. 

An attempt on the life of Alfonso XII. 
of Spain some years ago brought into start- 
ling prominence the fact that he came of a 
seemingly fated race. Louis XVI. was guil- 
lotined. Louis XVII. was put to death in 
prison. Philippe Egalite lost his head. The

ciated with Bulgaria in the mind of Europe, 
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news and the fear of the effect it would ha 
on her husband's future. 

Gustavus III. of Sweden, of the line of 
Vasa, was one of those unfortunate mon- 
archs who had rows with the powerful aris- 
tocracy. Gustavus attended a masked ball, 
the place of places for the successful perpe- 
tration of a crime and the escape of the mur- 
derer under the cover of his costume. The 
King had endeavored,to humble the pride of 
the nobles, and Count Anckarstroens shot 
him in order that there might be a change 
in the government. 

The supposed smothering of the young 
Princes, Edward V. of England and the 
Duke of York, in the Tower by order of their 
uncle, Richard, Duke of Gloucester, who 
had been declared protector of the young 
King, is a tale familiar to school children. 
The smothering is supposed to have been 
done by Sir James Tyrrell and his two 
servants, Miles Forest and John Dighton. 
No more purely political murder was ever 
committed. The deed placed Richard on 
the throne. Touching this murder the 
Chronicle of the Gray Friars says simply 
but dramatically:* And the two sons of 
King Henry were put to silence.” It was 
said at the time that the bodies of the two 
Princes were buried under the Tower stair- 
way. The bones of two children were found 
there about 100 years ago. 


DEATH OF LEOX. |. 

It has always been supposed that Pope 
Leo X. met his death at the hands of a po- 
soner. In November, 152, he feceived news 
that his troops had entered Milan. He was 
then at Magllana. The report of the victory 


overjoyed his Holiness and he told the mem 


bers of his Swiss Guard that they might 
celebrate. They took him at his word and 
raised such a racket that the good father. 
could not sleep. It has been believed the 
poison was administered in a sleeping po- 
tion and that the crime was committed by 
political enemies. The suspicion of poison 
was aroused by the fact that the Pope’sbody 
after death was as red as a poppy.” As 
autopsy disclosed traces of poison. 

In the month of November, 1407 the Duke 
of Burgundy and the Duke of Orleans, whe_ 
were the bitterest political enemies, kissed 
and made up. Burgundy must have been the 
veriest hypocrite of history. He asked Or- 
leans to go to mass with him. The result 
was that Raoul d'Octrouville, a Burgundian, 


fell on Orleans and stabbed him to death 


while his prayers were yet rising to heaven. 

John the Fearless of Burgundy, for years 
the implacable enemy of the King of France, 
met the Dauphin Charles at the bridge of 
Monterean by appointment. This was in the 
year 1419. The fearless Duke came under 
promise of safeguard, He knelt at the feet 


of the Dauphin and made a nodle offer of 


reconciliation. While kneeling he was 
stabbed in the back and killed by Tannegul- 
Duchatel. By this assassination Charles 
rendered himself a backhanded service, for 
in the place of an old man worn out by ware 
it put a young and active enemy. . 

The killing of the deposed Edward II. of 
England in order that the throne might be 
secured more firmly to his successor was 
accompanied by atrocities of so horrible @ 
nature that they cannot be detailed. 

The assassination in his bath of Marat the 
Montanist by Charlotte Corday the Giron- 
dist is known to its minor details by every 
one who has read anything. 

Among the other assassinations of his- 
tory which had their origin in motives 
purely political as distinguished from the 
delusions in the believers of anarchy are 
those of Count Capa d Istria, President of 
Greece, by the brothers Mauromichaiia, 
1831; the assassination of Marshal Primm 
of Spain, Nov. 7, 1816; the murder of Michael, 
Prince of Servia, June 10, 1868; that of Fer- 
dinand, Duke of Parma, March 27, 1854; the 
shooting of Manual Pando, President of 
Peru, Nov. 16, 1876, and the killing in 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, May, 1882, of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, and of his Under Secretary Thomas 
H. Burke. 

In nearly every case occurring in this long 
record of horror a deadly knife was Griven, 
the poison potion gtven, or the ‘trigges 
pressed in the sacred names of either tex 
higion or liberty.

CORRESPONDENTS RISE TO AN EMERGENCY. 


Innocent News Telegram About the Butterfly Plague Sets All the Talented L 
to Work, with Wonderful Results. | 


OUR days ago an innocent item came 
from a small town in western Kansas 
saying that swarms of butterflies were 
noticed passing over the State to the 
east. The next day the veracious 

' ghronicler of Newton, Kas., saw these same 
butterflies. But by the time the insects 
‘ed reached Newton they had probably been 
joined by their sisters, their cousins, and 
their aunts, as well as all their poor rela- 
tives, as he reported their number countless. 
From the next town came the report that 
the flight of the insects obscured the noon- 
day sun and wate the daytime as mid- 
night. 

Fired by these 3 correspondents who 
have not worked regularly since tiring their 
eyes out watching the antics of the airshipa 

Fear ago went out into their backyards and 
waited for the flight of the butterfiies. They 
were not disappointed. At least they say 
they weren't, which is much the same thing. 
The publication of each story fired with new 
geal the man in the town where the butter- 
flies were next due to appear. One saw red 
butterflies with blue and white spots. One 
gaw red butterflies and white butterflies and 
blue butterflies that flew in such a manner 
that they made the American flag three 
miles long and a mile wide. This was seen 
by a young correspondent, who, because he 
10 young, did not listen to the sound made by 
the beating of the butterflies’ wings which 
the indefatigable genius of the Pink Mink 
Marsh says played the grand melody of 
»The Star Spangled Banner.“ 

Out in Kansas the butterflies might have 
been enough to veil the noonday sun, but by 
” he time they reached Indtana they not only 
veiled the sun, hid the moon, and put out 
the stars, but they carried grasshoppers 
along with them, because the grasshoppers 
wanted to leave Kansas and did not possess 
the power of flying as did the butterfiles. 
Whatever the butterflies could do in one 
place they could outdo in the next. and by 
the time they reach Pennsylvania they will 
be milking the cows and carrying off small 

Children for ransom. They have steadily 
increased in numbers. From a few paltry 
ewerms that merely covered a few farms 
they now form a great moving mountain 
that reaches halt — a State. 


Out in Kansas when bumped against 


-@ farmhouse they left many dead, but from 
Indiana comes the dread story that every- 
thing in their path is carried away as though 
by a cyclone. Farmer Thomas Greene, liv- 
ing eighteen miles from Huntington, Ind., 
went out Thursday morning to milk the 
cows. He had with him his two flaxen- 
halred and romping children, Johnnie and 
Mabel, aged 6 and 8. While approaching 
Jersey cows which he was about to 

milk the farmer noticed the approach of the 
butterflies. He wigwagged a signal of dis- 
tress to a friend and neighbor a mile away 
Who was out of the path of the insects. 
This was the last seen of Farmer Greene, 
also of Johnnie Greene and ditto of daugh- 
ter Mabel, aged 8. The great cloud mass of 
butterfiles had completely eradicated Thom- 
as and Johnnie and Mabel and also the three

Phillipsburg, Kas., Oct. 8.—Great swarme of 
butterflies have been passing over this: place 
today. As scon as one swarm has passed an- 
other appears. They are as thick as can be, 
and seem to include other small winged insects 
of various kinds. They are flying east. 


Newton, Kas., Oct. 4.—Yesterday evening 
near sundown there began to arrive in this 
city clouds of insects, mainly butterflies, which 
seemed to drop from the sky. There was a stiff 
breeze blowing from the northwest, and it 
swept the countless winged creatures with it, 
they seeming to be unable to control their 
movements to any great extent. The insefts 
were fiying low. and clouds of them would pass 
overhead every few minutes, 12 flight lasting 
in all about a half hour. The butterflies were 
extremely large ones, of a red — with large 
white and ye.low spots on their wings. 

Besides tne butterflies there were large num- 
bers of beeties and candle gnats in the swarm. 
It is supposed here that the creatures were 
driven from western and northern Colorado by 
the heavy forest fires and brought here by cur- 
rents of air. 

Wichita, Kas., Oct. 4—A swarm of in- 
sects amounting almost to a storm has 
been passing over this city for twelve hours. 
Almost every kind of insect common to the 
Western States is noticeable. Bees, butter- 
‘flies, hornets, and grasshoppers in clouds have 
been going over the city, coming from the 
northwest and passing to the southeast. The 
grasshopper and a little brown butterfly are 
the most numerous. The butterfly is 4 little 
brown insect about the size of the white cab- 
bage fiy of IIlinois and Indiana. They flew 
higher than the grasshopper, and only a few of 
them struck the buildings. The grasshoppers 
tell in showers, They are the little brown pest 
that was so dreaded here ten years ago. The 
swarm of bugs came from the northwest and 
had the appearance of scatiering clouds at 
about 400 feet. Below they were not so thick, 
and fell in rifts against tne higher buildings. 
Tonight they are still passing, though not so 
thick, and thousands of birds which look like 
the small prairie hawks are following. It 10 
thougat here that the bugs have been driven out 
by Colorado fires. 

Paducah, Ky., Oct. 5.—The countless myr- 
fads of butterfiles and other insects which 
have lately been noticed and reported from 
Kansas passed over Paducah tonight. At 10 
o'clock fhe first of the swarm was noticed ap- 
proaching directly from the west. It was seen 
that the insects were moving with something 
approaching regularity. and in what almost 
appeared to be regular formation. At the head 
of the column were millions of lightning bugs. 
lighting the pa of the great insect army. 
Measuring worms dropped while this part of 
the insect cloud was passing, showing that the 
winged hosts had placed their engineer corps 
in front, with the fireflies, who constitated the 
pioneer corps. Behind the ploneers came great 
clouds of butterflies, which flew in what would 
be called in military parlance a hollow square. 
On the inside of this square were the small and 
weak insects, that the voracious birds of this 
section would have immediately devoured had 
they not been so well protected by the butter- 
filles. For several hours the sky overhead was 
black with the passing insects. In the rear 
came another great cloud that, while east of 
the city. swooped down and settled around 
farmhouses, and included many small birds 
that flew away with corn, clover blossoms, 
honey, and other food that butterfiles and in- 
sects eat. It was discovered that this last 
division was probably the commissary depart- 
ment of the army, which, looked after its sub- 
sistence. Many insects of this vicinity joined 
the invading army and went away with them. 
Hundreds of fine swarms of bees owned in this 
county left in a body. carrying their honey, or 
as much as they could take with them. The 
passing of the insects was a great sight, and 
will be long remembered by those whe wit- 


nessed it.

Muncie, Ind., Oct. Our citizens 
thrown into the greatest confusion last night 
just at sunset by the sudden appearance in 
the western sky of immense tawny yellow 


clouds of the undeniable cyclonic hve. The 


They also show the dreadful ef- | 


clouds, too, possessed the ‘twisting kunnel- 
shape and traveled in a zigzag direction for 
this city. It was thought the town would be 

wiped out, and citizens ran for cellars and 
cyclone caves. But as the clouds came near- 
er it was seen that they were composed of 
butterflies and insects of every kind. Grase- 
hoppers that were dropped by the million 
along the way showed that they formed a 
large portion of the clouds. As the grass- 
hoppers cannot fly with the velocity of the but- 
terflles it was for some time a mystery how 
they kept up with the procession, but close 
observation showed that each grasshopper was 
supported on either side by two butterflies. 
As the butterfiles neared Muncie they prob- 
ably became tired and let fall their burdens 
in great numbers. Millions of the butterfiles 
seemed sorry of their heartlesenese, for after 
leaving Muncie they returned in the night 
and in pairs picked up the grasshoppers and 
carried them on their way. The great clouds 
passed over Muncie about 6 o'clock in the 

ng. 

Anderson, Ind., Oct. 6.—Butterfilee in count 
less numbers have been passing over Anderson 
for two days. As they are fiying from the 
west they are supposed to be the same ones 
that hid the sun in Kansas the first of the 
week and caused such alarm in the Western 
States. The butterfiies came in great clouds 
that seemed to be anywhere from a half mile 
to three miles long. The butterfiles were Hy- 
ing pretty low as they approached Anderson, 
and millions of them were killed by striking 
against farmhouses and trees. 

They showed plainly. however, that they 
were from western Kansas and not used to the 
civilization of the effete East by their antics 
on nearing Anderson. The first sight of a 
trolley car caused the butterflies who were 
leading the processions to shy and buck ina 
terrific manner. The hordes behind. not know- 
ing what the 72 was, flew into the leaders. 
and in the excitement tried to go back. The 
first cloud of butterfiles was in awful confusion 
when the second cloud flew into them. and the 
collision caused dead butterfilee to fall for three 
hours. They piled up in a great heap twen uo 
feet high and a half mile broad and covered 
several farmhouses. 

It seems that thev were not dead. after all. 
as the night air revived them. and they flew 
away before morning. which is the reason why 
many excellent people in this community. who 
insist the butterfiles were not seen here at ail. 
are much mistaken. The butterfiles took a 
great interest in the tin factory at this place 
and the other creat industries here. and plainly 
showed that they thought Anderson was the 
coming metropolis of the West. The noise uf 
their wings was like the roaring of a «reat 
cataract. and many people who thougit a 
cloudburst was coming hastily devised rafts or 
attached themselves to Umber that wouid float 
easily. In a few hours all the areat clouds of 
insects had passed on and the sky was as clear 
as before.

They have no respect for personal rights, but 
enter the homes of rich and poor alike. in- 
vading every nook and corner.

Surgeon Baker says, however, that as a 
rule the boys of American parents are more 
robust than those whose parents were born 
abroad. The question of poverty and sur- 
rounding enters largely into the matter of 
physique. The sons of American born peo- 
ple are, as a rule, better — for than 
are the immigrants. 


Some Are Color Blind. 


Some of these boys who reported for ex- 
amination were rejected because they were 
color blind. One lad was given a skein of red 
worsted and asked to pick out four skeine 
which would match. He picked out a pea 
green and said that it was of the same hue 
as the one given him as a sample. A dark 
brown, a gray, and violet followed. The con- 
tinuous signaling by colored lights at night 
and by colored flags in the daytime makes 
it imperative that all sailors should have a 
keen appreciation of color. 

| en the large number of boys rejected for 
defective vision is borne in mind it would 
naturally seem that the test must be a severe 
one. It is not. Acard with large letters at the 
top and rows of figures and letters under- 
neath gradually diminishing in size hangs on 
the wall with a good strong light upon Its sur- 
face.

ARIS, Sept. 22.—Dr. Farrington of the

' pived in Bristol on Wednesday night, 
just in time to hear the closing words 
of the Presidential address by Sir W. 
Crookes at the meeting of the British Asso- 
elation for the Advancement of Science. 
The theater where the address was given 
Was completely filled with an —7 
which would have been notable in any city 
in the world. Among those on the stage 
pointed out to me by the local secretary 
were Professors Shifer, Tylor, Poulton, 
Ramsay, Ayeton, Lancaster, Sir John Lub- 
bock, Sir Francis Gaeton, Sir Norman Lock- 
er, Sir John Evans, Sir John Wolfe-Barry, 
rd Kelvin and many other men noted for 
their great scientific attainments. One 
could not help but be impressed at the sight 
of such a throng of England’s greatest men, 
‘representing collectively every phase of 
science, This feeling of profound respect 
for the British association increased as the 
meeting progressed, the interest and at- 
tendance growing steadily day by day. On 
the opening night of the association the 
President announced from the platform 
that a total of 2,180 members and associates 
had been enrolled. That number was swelled 
to the final total of nearly 3,000 before the 
adjournment of the meeting on Sept. 15, 
and yet on this the fiftieth anniversary of 
the founding of the American association 
held in Boston the registration was little 
over 1,000, and this was an altogether ex- 
ceptional number. 
1 Public Is Interested. 


A short time at Bristol sufficed to show 
how great and how profound is the inter- 
est which is taken by all scientists in Eng- 
land in the success of the meeting. More- 
over, the interest taken in the association 
by the public at large is shown by the large 
Amount of space given it by the dally 
papers, not only of Bristol but by outside 
papers as well. The Times and other great 
dailies of London have devoted columns 
each Gay to detailed reports of the*proceed- 
ings. This is all the more notable since in 
former days the Times was wont to sneer 
at the association, while Punch poked fun 
at the British ass.“ But by patience and 

rseverance, and, more than all else, by 

@ faithful attendance at the meetings of 

ritain’s really great men of science, the 
association is today a permanent and a 
Powerful institution" for the weeding out 
ef errors and the dissemination of new 
Facts, While it serves at the same time to

rch. The fundamental reason why all 
this is true is because in England no man 
ver becomes so great that he disowns the 
Association or is unmindful of the obliga- 
tion he owes it. 
In the American association the sectional 
eetings seem to be held whenever it so 
appens that there is no excursion on foot; 
our meetings usually begin late and end 
early. This year the program of the papers 
to be read was not arranged and no one 
knew when his paper was expected or what 
was to be the nature of the papers to be 
read at any given session. It is only just 
to add, howéver, that this carelessness was 
unusually great this year. Now on the open- 
ing night of the Bristo] meeting every one 
knew what papers Were to be given on the 
following forenoon and afternoon, as well 
ee the general topic to be considered at 
Pach succeeding session.

Brabrook, was the best that I have ever 
heard read. Mr. Brabrook is a London law-

association and with the Anthropological 
Society of Great Britain. His delivery was 
of the old school, but clear and effective. 
His manner of presiding throughout the 
Sessions was felicitous and dignified. He 
ver had an appropriate remark with which 
to introduce each paper, and was always 
in full command of his powers. I note all 
this because of no other speaker that I 
cen this be said. Many of the speak- 
ers—one I have in mind particularly—a pro- 
fessor and a man of or learning from 
Oxford, became fearfully and painfully 
rattled“ the minute he got on his feet.

erfiaps the best speaker of the meetin ; 
thé one who seemed to be able to think — 
his feet and to give expression to his 
thoughts in an easy manner, was Professor 
W. Boyd Dawkins, well known throughout

MAHALA IS DE 


Noted Character of Tennessee Mountains Vidlates 
Liquor Laws with Impunity, as She Is Too Large 
to Be Taken Through Her Cabin Doorway. 


NOXVILLE, Tenn,, Oct. 5.—[Special.] 
—Mahala Mullins, Sockless Ma- 
nala, who has for a quarter of a 
century openly violated the United 
States revenue laws by selling 

whisky without license, is dead, This re- 
markable character has been noted jn the 
modern history of the east Tennesse moun- 
tain clans. Her home was in Hancock 
County, eighty miles from this city. She 
lived and died in the remote sections of the 
Cumberland Mountains. She is known far 


and wide by reason of her remarkable life 


of defiance of Uncle Sam's laws, and, at the 
same time, on account of her physical con- 
dition, whichsin itself is worthy of note. 

For many years Mahala Mullins’ husbart 
was a moonshine distiller. He eventually 
was corralled by the revenue officers, and 
his case was dismissed on the promise that 
he would quit the moonShine traffic. This 
decision on his part was followed by the 
establishment of a licehsed distillery in his 
name. The distillery was small in its equip- 
ment, but it was large enough to run“ 
a sufficient amount to supply the mountain 
people for many miles dround. 

The manner in which she disposed of the 
liquor is the feature of Mahala Mullins’ life. 
Mahala, being a woman of unusually large 
physique, it was practically an impossibil- 
ity to remove her from her humble home. 
She realized this fact, as did her husband. 
It was therefore agreed that sHe should as- 
sume the role of dispenser of the beverage. 


Whisky Always on Tap. 

Seated in her mountain cabin, she was al- 
ways ready to serve the whisky made under 
government protection but sold in viola- 
tion of its retailing regulations. She 
had at her command a small cask, in which 
the whisky was deposited. The article was 
drawn from this cask by means of a home- 
made faucet, hewn out of a Cumberland 
Mountain oak. she always used a small 
pint copper cup in which to draw the whis- 
ky, and a funnel of the same material com- 


| pleted the outfit with which she carried on 


her illicit bar business. 

There Was no secret in this enterprise of 
Mrs, Mullins. It was known throughout 
east Tennessee that she sold whisky re- 
gardless of the revenue laws. The revenue 
men knew it, and many times have they

during 6,000 years. The puzzle is how this 
civilization arose and we have discovered 
evidence to solve this puzzle. E t was 


then an originator in the arts and not a 
borrower, but ever since then most of the 
nations of the earth have been borrowers 
and not originators. Here we are studying 
the history of a country not borrowing, but 
developing a vast and complex civilization 
on its own resources.“ 

Interesting papers were also read relating 
to America, as well as to Folk Lore; also a 
number of papers treating of the stone, 
bronze, and Roman periods in England. Iu 
the way of physical anthropology there were 
no papers of ahy great importance. Two 
reports were made, however, which beer 
directly on this side of the science and 
which are of much value. 3 


American Aborigines. 


The first was a lengthy report which told 
of the lofig and successful work performed 
by a committee which was appointed over a 
decade ago to investigate the aborigines of 
northwestern America. This committee has 
been reappointed from yea to year, and to it 
has been granted an annual sum of about 
$500, with which it has carried on one of 
the most important series of observations 
which ever have been made in any field of 
anthropology. This year marks the ter- 
mination of the work of the committee, and 
its final geport, soon to be presented, will 
be an extremely valuable treatise on the 
Indians of British Columbia. The other re- 
port reiated to the work being carried on in 
Great Britain, having as ite object the col- 
lection of data, bot somatological and 
ethnological, which will help to solve * 
problem of the origin and reletionship of 
early peoples of the British Isles, ;

M. de Rougemont* was much fatigued 
after reading both papers and excused him- 
self, and so there was but little opportuni- 
ty to question him. But it seemed to me 
that his story was believed by the majority 
of geographers present. Dr. Forbes, who 
has traveled extensively in regions about 
Australia, seemed somewhat inclined to 
doubt the veracity of some of his state- 
ments, but other Australian travelers pres- 
ent did not hesitate to express their faith 
in M. de Rougemont. Even the Times 
claims the privilege of endeavoring to be- 
lieve him.“ There is nothing remarkable 
in the appearance of this modern Mungo 
Park.

| lon in the restorations described by Pro- 
fessor Osburn the imagination of the artist 
had been allowed to run riot. The climax 
of the discussion, however, had already been 
reached when Professor O. C. Marsh of 
Yale University characterized the restora- 
tions of Professor Osborn as “ kindergarten 
science "’; and thus the long-standing feud 
between these two noted paleontologists was 
transferred from the new to the old world.

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F any proof were needed that this is the 
age of women it would be found in the 
fact that they are the virtual rulers of 
the earth. This does not mean that the 
majority of men are ruled by wives, moth- 
ers, and sweethearts, but that women are in 
charge of the political destinies of the world. 
The recent enthronement of Queen Wi- 
helmina of Holland, together witth the “ ab- 
dication ' of the Emperor of China in favor 
of his mother, calls attention to the fact that 
the affairs of great nations are intrusted to 
feminine hands. Queen Victoria is at the 
head of the most powerful nation. Spain is 
ruled by a woman, Maria Christina, as Re- 
gent. Aside from these nations, where wom- 
en are nominal rulers, Russia and Italy are 
also under petticoat influence. Czar Nicho- 
las is advised by his wife, who was the Prin- 
cess Alix, and it is said that his recent peace 
appeal was due to her influence. For many 
years it has been ho secret that the vigorous 
intellect of the strong-minded Queen Mar- 
gherita of Italy has dominated Humbert, and 
diplomats know that her approval must be 
secured before they can persuade her hus- 
band to do anything for the public good. The 
virtual ruler of a less important empire is 
Empress Elizabeth of Roumania, wife of 
King Charles. During the thirty years of their 
married life affairs of state have been in 
the hands of the beautiful and accomplished 
woman, who, as Carmen Sylva. enjoys a 
fame immeasurably greater than that of her 
husband, who is by no means jealous of his 


wife’s ability and reputation.

The population of the world being 1.487.

There 
is the Empress of China, Tuen Tson Hsi, the 
former slave girl, greedy, avaricious, but 
able: Victoria of England, called the good; 
Wilhelmina, the young girl, sweet and pret- 
ty, but with a promise of being self-willed; 
Margherita of Italy, bluestocking, spend- 
thrift, and scientist; Maria, Christina, the 
mother who has seen her son's kingdom 
stripped of its best sessions; Alix, who 
won the affection of Nicholas, and rules his 
head by het brains as well as his heart by 
her beauty; and Carmien Sylva, whose poems 
have won the applause of others than cour- 


tiers. |

BOW TO SLAVE. 

The most remarkable, the most powerful, 
and the one about whom least is known is 
Tuen Tson Hsi of China. A poor slave girl, 
her beauty and wit won her the favor of an 
Emperor, who married her, and her intellect 
and will have enabled her long after her 
beauty faded to maintain her power over the 
people whom she robs. There hade been 
more or less inaccurate sketches of her life. 
it is not true that she is the mother of the 
deposed Emperor, although that 1s the pop- 
ular impression. She was the step-mother 
of his predecessor, Tung-Chi, and @ sec- 
ondary concubine of Hien-Fung, the 
predecessor, but no relation to Kwang-Su. 


She was born in the family of a laburer, 
who did not kill this daughter, tas is often 
the custom in Chinese families, But when 
10 years old, as she was good-looking and 
he needed money, he sold her to the Viceroy 
of Lung-Chang, who made the slave girl a 
servant. Winning favor with her mistress, 
she later won that of her master, and as 4 


reat boon he allowed her to learn to read. 
It may have been then that she became am- 
bitious. Chinese history tells of the su- 
premacy attained by others of her sex, as, 
for instance, by the Empress Liuchi under 
the Han dynasty and bythe Empress Kiachi 
under that of the latter Tsins. Each of 
these two last named women removed oc- 
cupants of the throne: by poison, as the 
present Empress has done twice. 

When 20 years of age the Viceroytsent her 
as the prettiest of his slaves with a present 
to the Emperor, Hien-Fung, in gratitude 
for a decoration of the p®acock feather. By 
Chinese custom, the slave who bears the 
present is a part of the gift, and Tuen Tson 
HIsi became a slave in the royal harem. 
Her beauty and wit tracted attention, 
and soon became known to the Emperor, 
who made her one of his secondary concu- 
bines. This was in 1854, when she was 21 
years of age, and for the last forty-three 
years she has been increasing in power and 
influence, and for the greater part of the 
time has been ruler of China.

By the Chinese law, the Emperor names 
his successor. Hien-Fung named his son, 
a child of less than 6 yéars, and appointed 
a Board of Regents. Three Months later 
Tsi Tshi, the principal widow of the former 
Emperor, and the present Dowager, with 
Prince Kung, his brother, together carried 
out a plot for the removal of the regents 
and the appointment of the el ler woman as 
Regent, Afterwards Tuen Tson Hai also was 
associated in the regency. This being ef- 
fected four years later, Kung, who had been 
made chief Minister, Was removed for a 
year in order that the Empfesses might 
show their power. Together they ruled until 
1873, when the Emperor; being 16 years of 
age, was given nominal authority. He en- 
deavored to kick over the traces, and it 
was then announced that his health was in 
& precarious state, He died, and soon after- 
wards his widow followed him. Foul play 
was hinted at the time. 

The successor as Empéror was Kwang- 
Su, the son of Prince Chung, and he was 
chosen because he was oply 4 years of age. 
This was in 1875. In 1881 the elder dowager 
died, and the former slave girl assumed the 
reins by herself. It was réported at the lime 
that the older dowager had been poisoned by 
her more ambitious and éapable colleague, 
who wished to rule alone: In 1884 she dis- 
missed Prince Kung, the most powerful man 
in the empire, in order td show her power, 
and since then her favorite Ministers were, 
first. Prince Chung, father of Kwang-Su. 
then Marquis Tseng, and later Li Hung 
Chang. The two formér, becoming am- 
bitious, died sudden deaths, and Li has since 
been the most important man. 

When Kwang-Su married, on Feb. 26, 1889, 
Tuen Tson Hsi abdicated formally, but has 
really continued to rule. 

The Emperor was intelligent in appear- 
ance, travelers said, but had a frightened 
look, and it is probable that he was ruled by 
fear of such a death as the world believes 
has now overtaken him. Tn 


e Empress has 


always been the power behind the throne, 


with Li Hung Chang as ber ally, and in 


1808, after his temporary disgracc, it was 


only her interference that Saved the Viceroy 
his head. In 1895, against Kwang-Su's pro- 
tests, she had Li restored to his former dig- 
nities, and connived with him in his schemes 
for amassing wealth at the sacrifice of 
China’s best interests. There is no need to 
attempt to summarize the character of the 
woman, which is clearly shown in this brief 
sketch of her life. It might be added that 
she is the richest woman in the world 
through peculations of various kinds. Her 
tool, Li Hung Chang, is worth $400,000,000. 
This being so, the estimate is made that she 
must have $800,000,000, although this is a 
mere guess.

The Queen is given much actual authority 
by the British constitution, although many 
of the powers of the royal prerogative are 
dormant. It has been said that the Queen 
has three rights—the right to be consulted, 
the right to encourage, and the right to 
warn. These she has often exercised, and 
if she préfers to limit herself to these it is 
by her oWn choice. She often has used her 
influence with Gladstone, Rosebery, and Sal- 
isbury. She never has vetoed a measure, al- 
though it was said that she would have 
vetoed a home rule bill, and the threat sus- 
tained thé House of Lords its refusal to 
pass the measure. Her influence has been 
most potent in foreign affairs. Her counse] 
has been Always on the side of peace. Again 
and again she is said to have averted war, 
and, indeed, the chief restraining influence 
in England against war as a result of the 
Eastern question is the Queen. Allied to the 
reigning houses of Europe, she does not de- 
sire war, and on altruistic grounds she Is as 
much opposed to bloodshed as any member 
of the Peace society. 

. 

If the Queen chose she could still do some 
astounding things. She could dismiss every 
Tommy Atkins in the army, from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief to the youngest drummer- 
boy. She could disband the navy in the same 
way and gell all the ships, stores, and ar- 
senals. Acting entirely on her own respon- 
sibility, she could declare war against any 
foreign country or make a present to any 
foreign power of any portion of the empire. 
She could make every man, woman, and child 
in the empire a peer of the realm, with the 
right, in the case of males who are of age, 
to a seat in the House of Lords. With a sin- 
gle word she could dismiss any government 
that happéned to be in power, and could 
pardon and liberate all the criminals in the 
British jails. These are a few of the things 
that Victotza eould do if she liked, but it is 
not necessary to say that her Majesty never 
acts in matters of state except on the advice 
of the government for the time being. 

Throughout her long feign Victoria has 
reconciled the theory of the monarchy with 
the fact ot republicanism without diminish- 
ing the dignity of the throne or the self- 
governing habits of the people. The result 
is that Engiand is the only country in Eu- 
rope having no party which makes hostility 
to monarchy a distinctive creed, and the 
throne of England is the only one in Europe 
which has not been in some degree shaken 
by the march of democratic progress.

Under the con- 
stitution of 1815, as revised in 1848 and again 
in 1887, the executive power of the State be- 
longs exclusively to the sovereign, while the 
legislative power rests conjointly in the 
sovereign and Parliament, the latter con- 
sisting of two elective chambers. The 
Queen has the right to dissolve Parila- 
ment, being bound only to order new elec- 
tions in forty days, and to convoke the new 
meeting within two months. 

As in all constitutional monarchies, the 
sovereign literally has much power that is 
dormant. Wilhelmina has actually more 
power than Victoria, though about the 
same nominally. During her regency, Adel- 
haid Emma Wilhelmina Theresia, who held 
the office for eight years, usually presided 
at important councils of the Ministry. Her 
advice was sought always and she gave it 
seldom, but always wisely. 


DOMINATES THE CZAR. 

Empress Alix of Russia rules through her 
husband, the Czar. She was the daughter 
of the Grand Duke, of Hesse, and married 
the Czar on Nov. 14. 1894. The wedding tdok 
place less than a month after the death of 
the Czar Alexander. It was a love match, 
or rather became so after the wedding, al- 
though affairs of state had something to do 
with bringing it about. It wasa great catch 
for a poor German Princess. Her beauty

ON THE RIVALS OF COLUMBUS. 


Correspondent Repeats Basque Tradi- 


tion of How a Fisherman Discov- 
ered This Continent. 


' Chicago, Sept. 29.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—In THE TRIBUNE of last Sunday was 
an interesting article on the discovery of 
America, alleging the existence of docu- 
ments in the Vatican library showing that 
the authorities of the Roman Catholic 
Church had knowledge of the continent lying 
in the depths of the Atlantic Ocean, and 
also giving some details of the voyages of 
the Northmen to the New England coast. 

Whether there exist any new-found manu- 
scripts touching this matter does not ap- 
pear, but the fact is well authenticated 
that in the eleventh century, and perhaps 
earlier, this country had been visited by the 
adventurous seamen of Norway. No one 
desires to diminish in the least degree the 
credit due to. Columbus for the results of 
his adventurous voyage in 1492, because, 
however much assured he was of finding a 
passage to lands which he supposed were 
the eastern coasts of China and the Indies— 
regions of which the world had knowledge 
through the travels of Marco Polo—his sail- 
ing westward to unknown parts required 
great courage and fearlessness. 

I merely wish to call attention to an 
article in the September number of ‘the 
Midland Monthly, under the head of “A 
Night on the Bay of Biscay,’ tn which the 
writer, describing a journey along the north- 
ern coast of Spain, says: We were run- 
ning past villages where nets stretched be- 
tween poles indicated the chief occupation 
of the inhabitants. The houses were built 
of thick stones, dingy and weatherworn, old 
enough to have been, and doubtless were, 
the homes of the stalwart fishermen who 
acquired, in the treacherous seas of Bis- 
cay, the daring and skill which carried them 
—the Basque fishermen—300 and 400 years 
ago as far as Iceland, and, as it is claimed, 
to Newfoundland. 

A tradition survives among these vil- 
lagers that one of their inhabitants (and sev- 
eral villages claim the honor of being his 
birthplace), who had sailed great leagues 
over the western ocean, and had been to 
Terra Nueva, Newfoundland, wherever that 
was, to which he had been driven by stress 
of weather, went with Columbus as pilot on 
his first voyage. 

The honor of the discovery of America has 
several claimants, but the part the fugitive 
whale played in it, in training its pursuers 
and familiarizing them with the mystery of 
the sea, has been entirely overlooked. It 
must not de forgotten that, as a result of 
the voyage the existence of America became 
widely known at a point of time when the 
knowledge o? it furnished an outlet to rest- 
less people and à field of activity for the

European Rulers Have Costly 
Pleasure Craft. 


VICTORIA'S SPLENDID BOAT, 


OR yeans the government officials at 
Washington have been embarrassed 
by the talk of a suitable government 
ship for the use of the President when 

nme desires, in entertaining distin- 
guished foreign guests of the nation, to 
take them for a pleasure trip of any kind. 
To be sure, some vessel of the navy was al- 
ways at his command, but no one ship 
could be continually kept at hand for that 
purpose. This difficulty is to be remedied 
and a specially designed yacht is to be built 
for the sole purpose uf executive use in social 
functions. 

When Mount Vernon has been visited by 
representatives of a foreign nation here in 
their official capacity it has been necessary 
as a rule to transport them to the tomb 
on some river steamer or else by the electric 
cars. Hereafter the Sylph, one of the fine 
yachts recently purchased for the navy, 
will be statfoned at Washington for the use 
of officials and the President. It is of light 
draft, fast, and well adapted for outings on 
the river. With this ship and the Dolphin 
the President will be well provided with 
official yachts. 

But two rulers of great powers have finer 
Official yachts at their disposal than the 
President of the United States. Not even 
the Queen of England is carried around on 
the water in a ship more sumptuous or 


idents Harrison, Cleveland, and McKinley 
have occasionally used. The Dolphin is not 
only fitted for just such cruises, but couples 
with its yacht-like arrangements a strong 
battery of rapid-fire guns. 

England for the last fifty years or more 
has supported royal yachts for the Queen, 
and the first of the number to be built is yet 
serving her Majesty. The Queen has insisted 
up to the present on all her royal private 
vessels being side-wheelers of the old paddle- 
wheel pattern. For twenty-five years the 
Queen has had four impertal yachts for her 
own private use, and now she is to havea 
new one, larger, more costly, and. more 
sumptuous than any of the former. The 
fifth vessel will have twin screws, great 
length; and be capable of fast time. Not 
one of the old ships on a stretch could make 
more than fifteen khots. 

‘In Gésigning the new ship the British 
Admitaity has endeavored to meet the wishes 
and ylews of the Queen on the general plan 
of the vessel as far as possible. As the 
yacht will probably some day be the royal 
ship of the Prince of Wales, or some other 
member of the present imperial family, there 
will not be that same desire shown to sacri- 
fice modern ideas of naval architecture im 
order to give the lumbering type of vessel, 
such as has represented the Queen's ideal 
yacht. When completed the new ship win 
cost possibly $1,000,000.

CHANCE FOR RICH MEN. 


Clinton Street Dispensary and Ly- 


LOW LIFE IN “ THE GHETTO.” 


BRAM SLIMMER, an Iowa merchant, 
has offered to bestow a free gift of 
$15.000 upon the Chicago Lying-in 
Hospital and ‘Dispensary, provided 
that the officers of this institution 
induce Chicago friends and philanthropists 
to supplement this gift with the sum of 
$45,000 qn or before Dec. 1 of the current 
year. By means of this generosity. aided by 


the predetermined munificence of Chicago 


people. one of Chicago's noblest charities 
one of the two bright spots in Chicago > 
Ghetto district, will be saved from probable 
suspension if not extinction. For some time 
it has been feared that both of these praise- 
worthy institutions were in great danger of 
expiring for lack of the necessary funds, 
which mean larger quarters, wider oppor- 
tunities, life itself to them. One of these 
charities is the Clinton Street Free Dispen- 
sary, the other the Chicago Lying-in Hos- 
pital and Dispensary, on the corner of Max- 
well street and Newberry avenue. 


The United Hebrew Charities association. 


takes care of the first, the second is sup- 
ported by Chicago philanthropists, together 
with occasional gifts from outside friends. 
But the United Hebrew Charities associa- 
tion, although it rarely asks for outside help, 
has many projects on hand, with only 040 of 
the 12,000 Jews in Chicago contributing to 
ites work at all, and the Lying-In Hospital 
has such a wide field to cover that it is small 
wonder if the treasury is usually empty. 

„ We have all Chicago, even as far out as 
Seventieth street, Lake View, and Lawndale, 
for our practice ward, says Mrs. E. F. 
Koch, the nurse in charge. As the Clinton 
Street Dispensary daily treats more patients 
than any other charity of the kind in Chi- 
cago it will be seen that an immense amount 


of money is annually needed to keep it going 


at all. Over 21,000 prescriptions were filled 
last year. A nominal charge of 10 cents is 
made for each prescription—when the pa- 
tient is able to pay it—but this sum is totally 
inadequate to purchase even the stationery 
necessary for use in the institution, and in 
many cases it is never paid at all. 

We make such a charge whenever pos- 
sible,”’ says Mr. M. B. Lowenthal, who is 
prominently connected with the work of the 
dispensary, because we do not believe in 
pauperization. But we never ask payment 
when the giving of it would entail hardship 
on the patient. 


‘ Ignorance and Poverty Everywhere. 
In the heart of the Ghetto district, the dis- 
trict where more sickness and poverty may 
be found, perhaps, than in any other vicinity 
of similar size in Chicago, if not the entire 


“world, stand the two charities now needing 


money so sorely. Only the charities men- 


tioned stand, over and over Azul, between 
these people and death by starvation and | 


the sickness incident upon their life and en- 
vironments. 

Dr. Sidney Kuh, the physician in charge 
of the neurological work of the dispensary, 
says that in no place in Chicago could so 
many neurotic patients be found together. A 
daily average of fifty patients shows how 
Severe and widespread is the nervous suffer- 
ing caused by hard work, poor diet, and 
homesickness. As a large proportion of the 
patients treated at the dispensary are new to 
America and Chicago the last-named dis- 
ease cuts no small figure in the list of cases 
for troubles of this order. 

Dr. Albert B. Hale, who looks after the 
ailing and failing eyes of the poor Russians, 
Poles, Hebrews, and Greeks who come to the 
dispensary for treatment, says that not only 
must a successful worker among these peo- 
ple understand various German dialects 
thoroughly but that at least a superficial 
knowledge of the Jewish patois called 
Yiddist must be acquired before the highest 
success is possible. 

Many of the poor sufferers who come 
under my treatment understand and speak 
** Nervous, 
frightened, physical wrecks, they must be 


- talked to in their own tongue if real good 1s 


to be done them. And the number of eye 
troubles to be found among these poor peo- 
ple is astounding. The children, especially, 
suffer much from sore or diseased eyes.“ 


Bye Diseases Are Prevalent. 
Dr. Hale also declares inthis donnectian: 
that although he has studied much and wide- 
ly both in America and aliroag, nowhere bas 
he found so many or so Severe diseases of 
the eyes as among the Ghetto resfdents, who 
come under his dispensary care for treat- 
ment. This statement is corroborated by 
severaLof the other medical specialists who 
do work at and for the dispensary. Among 
the children, it is said, the amount of dis- 
ease discovered and treated is something 
frightful. 
Seven years ago the dispensary was estab- 


lished, after a small and uncertain fashion, | 


by several philanthropic Hebrews, who saw 


and felt the need of it. But for the lack of | 


funds the larger quarters, which are so much 
needed, would have been erected long ago. 
At present the dispensary work is carried on 
under the most trying and cramped condi- 
tions in a small frame building owned by and 
standing next to the Jewish Manual Train- 
ing School. Two years ago Mrs. Leon Mandel 
presented the institution with $10,000, this 
sum to be used in purchasing a lot and erect- 
ing a new building for the dispensary. The 
sum proving inadequate, it was put out at in- 
terest until more money could be obtained.

Chance for the Charitable. 

The Chicago Lying-In Hospital and Dis- 
pensary, while in no way connected with 
the sister charity standing so near it, in a 
manner works along the same lines as those 
chosen by the dispensary authorities. From 
the patient able to pay nothing nothing is 
Asked. When, however, the sufferer, helped 
back to health and strength, is able to con- 
tribute a trifle, however small, to the char- 
ity which is to aid her sisters in like dis- 
tress, she is encouraged to do so for the sake 
of the work iteelf. Sums ranging all the 
way from $25 are thus presented to the hos- 
pital authorities from time to time; when 
the patient feels able to contribute more 
than $5 she is referred to a private physician, 
since the dispensary is for the benefit of the 
Fal poor. The eight physicians—four of 
them men, the other four women—who are 
kept constant busy in ministering to the 
meeds of theif respective districts, unite in 
agreeing that the work might be multiplied 
indefinitely were it not for lack of money 
and space. |

DESIGNS IN MEERSCHAUM PIPES 


Characteristics of the Styles Which 
Smokers All Over the World 
Prefer. 


Most of the plain meerschaum pipes sold 
nowadays are of practically the same styles 
as briar pipes, and finished and mounted in 
the same manner. Of the once familiar 
meerschaum, that was substantially a meer- 
schaum bow! with a short upturned stem 
part, into which a weichsel stempiece was 
inserted, comparatively few are now sold. 
Many of the meerschaum pipes of today 
are of the bulldog pattern, and many are 
made likewise straight-stemmed, but wfth 
bowls in various rounded forms; and there 
are briar-shaped pipes with droop stems, 
The mountings are silver or gold bands, or 
ferrules, around the stem part, where the pit 
or mouthpiece is attached, and, on some 
pipes, a mounting around the top of the 
bowl. In these pipe mountings those pro- 
duced by Americans excel all others in suit- 
ability and design. With their production 
in modern styles and in forms adapting 
them to the most convenient and advan- 
tageous use has come an increased demand 
for vibes of meerschaum. 

Such are the pipes usually bought by the 
American or Englishman, who, if he smokes 
a meerschaum, wants a stout, stocky, serv- 
iceable pipe. There are sold, however, some 
meerschaums that are modeled more on clay 
pipe lines, with the stem part and mouth- 
piece little if any longer but much slenderer 
and lighter than those parts of the pipes 
more commonly sold. But while the Ameri- 
can and the Englishman prefer generally 
when they buy a meerschdum a good, solid 
pipe, the Frenchman who smokes a meer- 


schaum wants a long and slender pipe, as 


also does the Italian. The plain meerschaum 
pipe made for the French or Italian smokér 
is in design. substantially like a clay pipe, 
with a bowl of the same general shape, 
though of finer lines, and with the same long, 
slender stem. But made of such a mate- 
mal as meerschaum and beautifully finished, 
and with a long, slender, delicate mouth- 
picce of amber, there is no danger of the 
pipe being misiaken for a clay pipe. 
pie, and at the same time quaint, as such 
pipes may at first appear to one unaccus- 
tomed to them, they may easily be objects 
of beauty, as was certainly, in an especial 
degree, one seen in a shop where many such 
pipes were displayed. It was finished in ail 
but the polishing, was about a foot in length, 
including the delicate amber mou‘ hpiece, 
which would measure perhaps four inches. 
and the meerschaum was of a smooth and 
milky whiteness, while the long. slender 
amber mouthpiece was of Nght yellow 
clouded with white. 

Such pipes are made with the bowls placed 
at different angles, as is the case with clay 
pipes, and the bowle are made rather thin 
walled than otherwise, in keeping with the 
general character of the pipe. These slender 
meerschaum pipes are made, some of them, 
with the stem fashioned to present a twist 
in appearance, but most of them are made 
with the stem straight and smooth. They 
are made, including the amber bit or mouth- 
piece, in various lengths, the price of the 
pipe depending on the length, and, as with 
other meerschaums, on the quality. Such 
pipes have been made thirty-six inches in 
length. Pipes of from eight to twelve inches 
in length are the pipes of this kind most com- 
monly sold.—Ex.

HE brilliant riding of Tod“ Sloan, 
the American jockey, in England has 
served to set the British turf world 
agog. All that is good on the turf 
has heretofore been attributed to the 

United Kingdom. English thoroughbred 
horses have been esteemed superior to the 
horses of any and all countries, and every 
sire or dam of note during the last century 
and a half has invafiably traced back 
to the strain imported into Great Britain 
from the sands of Arabia. From this Eng- 
lish fountain spring ot the turf has been 
derived well nigh everything pertaining to 
the royal sport of raving. Even rules gov- 
erning the sport in all climes are adaptations 
of the English turf rules, and it was in the 
vicinity of Epsom DoWns that the science of 
handicapping by an adjustment of weights 
to be carried by horses in speed exhibitions 
had origin. 
Even in the matter of race riding England 
was presumed to hold the palm until the 
appearance of Sloan upset everything in the 
traditional line. The English style of sad- 
dle work as demonstrated by Archer, Ford- 
ham, Wood, Cannon, and other famous 
‘knights of the pigskin was deemed in- 
fallible up to two weeks ago, when the quiet 
little American jockey Sloan appeared at 
Manchester and, in the language of his ad- 
mirers, began “riding rings around the 
cleverest jockeys on the English courses. 
At the outset English experts in racing

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CAMERA IN CRIME 


Photographs Play a Part in 
Detecting Evil-Doers, 


“SNAPSHOT” OF FORGER 


How a New York Murderer Was 
„Taken by Flashlight.

OM of the finest and most em 
detective work has been accomplish 
with the aid of a camera, and more 
and more of it is being done every 
day. The reasons are obvious, 

Photographs, like figures, will not lie. Photo. 
graphic cameras will not fracture the truth, 
although they have been known to stretch 
it occasionally, Because of its value in this 
direction the camera is favored by the men 
who work against crime and wickedness by 
catching other people at it. To phot 
a criminal while in the act is to convict him 
as a matter of course. The manner and ex-. 
tent in and to which detective photography 
is carried along these lines is surprising, 
How did you do it?“ was the query ot a 
Chicago forger recently sent to Joliet. This 
is the story: 

For some time the members of a ce 
Chicago business house had been troubled 
by the forged checks which depleted their 
bank account. So cleverly were these forg. 
eries committed, however, that they baffled 
detection till too late. Detectives were 
called in, the employés shadowed, but all in 
vain. The only thing learned was that, 
since no regular occupant of the office wag 
guilty, some outsider must be. In time it 
was discovered that the checks were drawn. | 
by some one who entered the office at the 
lunch hour. Then the detective photogra;: 
pher was called. 

The forger will not enter the office while 
any one is within,“ it was reasoned, so the 
photographer was installed behind a par- 
tition, with a peep-hole for his lens and an. 
other for his eye, the office door left invit. 
ingly open, and the place rendered vacant 
for several days in succession before any- 
thing happened. 

Forger Taken in the Act. 


Then a young man strolled leisurely in at 
noon, opened the desk hastily, secured the 
check book, and commenced work. Sey- 
eral times he affixed the forged signature 
before it suited him, but finally he compared 
the real with the false name closely, lift- 
ing both his head and the checks as he did 
50. Flash! A bright but evanescent light 
startled him, but nothing was to be seen, 
and he left the office suspecting nothing. 
But the flashlight picture exiled him from 
polite society for a time. The kodak, 
hardly two inches square, had secured an 
ineffaceable record of his crime, 

W. I. Jenkins, a Chicago photographie 
specialist, who has traveled nearly all over 
the world on detective and other work, was 
the man who made the picture. All sorts 
of experiences from following a man for 
days and nights to photographing King 
Kalakau and Queen LA!” for commercialt 
ends have come to him in the course of his 
wanderings, Fhotographing a murderer at 
midnight in a Clark street lodging house 
nearly cost him his life once. 

“Secure photograph of suspected mur- 
derer with florid face and false mustache,” 
ran the teiegram from a New York de- 
tective firm which sent him hurrying to 
the Harrison street depot one winter night. 


Flashlight of Murderer. 


From the depot the man was followed te 
the levee, through many saloons, to a Clark 
street lodging house. Here the proprietor 
of the place was induced to give the number 
of his room and the good-natured Swedish 
janitor suborned into facilitating the tak- 
ing of the picture. From the top of a step 
ladder placed beneath the transom the cam 
era was leveled, guided only by the sound af 
heavy breatning in the corner. The explo- 
sion of the flashlight awakened the suspect, 
and he rushed to the door, almost before the 
stepladder had been removed, and demand- 
ed the cause of the light. The picture re- 
sulting from this experiment convicted the 
murderer. 

By the aid of the minute but powerful cam- 
eras specially constructed for this work 
photographs of many eriminais have been 
secured by the man who was apparently 
interested only in the newspaper which in- 
tervened between them, and such pictures 
have also been taken while the suspected in- 
dividual faced the instrument squarely, be- 
lieving that but a book or a lunch box lay 
on the knee of the person opposite. Good 
shots have been taken also through a 


hole in the coat pocket precisely as shots 


of another kind are fired. In fact one ofthe 

most effective forms of flashlight photog- 

raphy known is produced by the aid of 3 

pistol! similar to the real shooting 
iron.’ Armed with such a pistol, the pho- 

tographer has fought his way out of many 

a trying situation, camera in pocket and 

heart in mouth. To. y a criminal the 

flashlight pistol, were the truth known, 

would appear a more to be dreaded weapon 

than the genuine revolver. To watch all 

night at the entrance of a dark alley and, 

when the long-expected criminal comes, to 

fire the pistol suddenly is to invite death as 

well as secure a photograph. This is an es- 
perience, however, which comes to most de- 

tective photographers. Humorous experi- 

ences also come to the detective worker

Begin at the Top. 

I have found that the proper course of 
housecleaning is opposite that of the road 
to success. It is not from the bottom up- 
ward, but from the top downward. I al- 
ways commence my cleaning on the top 
floor and work downward. This I think the 
wisest plan, because that portion of the 
house completed, one need not use it again 
until the last room has been garnished and 
sweetened for winter occupancy, while the 
lower rooms are a kind of supply depart- 
ment to which frequent visite are made and 
where some of the tiny debris from the 
cleaning wave is sure to lodge. To be ex- 
plieit, the up-stairs rooms need not de re- 


visited and so resdiled during the house- } 


cleaning process. 

The-up-stairs rooms we assume to be bed- 
rooms. Remove the draperiés and the rugs 
or carpets. The small rugs should be taken 
to a convenient back balcony or veranda or 
court for dusting. The draperies should be 
placed in a closet or unused room for more 
delicate treatment. The carpets should be 
sent to a cleaner. 


Move Things About. 

Move chiffoniers, bureaus, dressing cases, 
or washstands into the middle of the room 
and take out every drawer. The amount of 
dust that has accumulated behind and about 
each in a few months is reason enough for 
the removal. It is a half-hearted but com- 
mon method of housecleaning that will ad- 
mit of drawing the drawers half-way out, 
hastily dusting, and closing them again and 
leaving dust and cobwebs to riot. 

Pictures should not be taken down for 
cleaning. Hold them far out from the wall 
while the dust is removed, not only from 
the back of the picture but from the wall 
behind it. A dry, soft ¢loth passed over the 
front of the picture will remove the dust 
sufficiently. | |

War with Dust Over. 


This done and the windows wide open 
to aid you in your war with dust, you are 
ready for attention to the wall and ceiling. 
If they be papered I have found it best to 
clean them with a feather duster, over. 
which the finest cheesecloth has been tied | 
to prevent the streakiness which a 
feather duster is likely. to leave upon the 
wall. The cheesecloth makes the dusting 
more even and thorough. The papered walls 
may be treated in the same way. A bolt of | 
the cheesecloth should be provided for a 
house in which there are many papered walls, 
for after the duster cover has been passed 
over a few feet of surface it is too much 
solled for further use. Neglect in changing 


Frescoed walls and cefling require cleaning 
with a brush as soft. as the one you use for 
your bonnet. 

If the ceilings and walls of the bedrooms 
and kitchen are painted they should be gone 
over quickly and thoroughly with a damp 
woolen cloth. The cleaner should be careful 
that every portion of the wall dries quickly, 
so that no disfiguring high water marks be 
left. if the walls be kalsomined no moisture 
should touch them, and they should be 
wiped down with a cheesecloth covered dus- 
ter in the same manner as the papered wall 
and ceilings. 


Down to the Floor. 


We are ready now for the floor. I need 
not emphasize the necessity of: a hard 
scrubbing with hot water and strong soap 
and ammonia to take out the stains if the 
floors be not of the hard natural or stained 
woods. If the latter, they shouldbe cleaned 
with crude oil, with a dash of turpentine. 
Many believe that turpentine burns wood, 
and that is true if much is used. A few 
drops of turpentine to a quart of oil {fs 
enough to cut the oil, and will aid in clean- 
ing. A woolen cloth, preferably ‘a flannel 
one, should be used in the application of 
crude oil to floors. 

Upholstered chairs may await your care 
in the hall before the cleaning and reha- 
"bililating of the, room Is completed. They 
should be beaten lightly to remove the 
dust, and care should bé taken to remove the 
dust from beneath the 
fingers guiding a woolen 
by the pointed brushes.

These cloths when fresh woven are 
covered with a thin layer of wax, leaving 
exposed the portions which it is desired 
to dye. The cloth is then soaked in the 
dye and the wax which covers and protects 
the fiber herd it has been spread prevents 
any of the waxed parts from taking up the 
color.

The wax also 
is exported in large quantities to Europe 
for making candles, 

The commercial probabilities of the in-
